Belgians  Repulse  Attack  on 
T(i«r  Lines  Near  HetSas — 
German  Story  of  Fighting 
West  of  Meuse. 

i-UNDON.  Jan.  80. — The  report  from 
Britten  headquarter,  in  France  tonight 
reads; 

"A  successful  raid  was  carried  out 
last  night  on  the  Somme  front  In  the 
neighborhood  of  the  Butte  de  Warten- 
court.  Many  of  the  enemy's  dugouts 
were  bombed;  a  machine  gun  was  de- 
stroyed and  seventeen  prisoners  were 
taken.  We  also  entered  the  enemy's 
lines  early  last  night  east  of  vouches 
and  did  much  damage  to  the  enemy** 
works. 

"The  enemy's  artillery  was  very  ac- 
tive this  afternoon  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Lesbosufs.  We  bombarded  the  ene- 
my'* positions  opposite  Richebourg 
Lsvoue  and  east  of  Armentteres  and 
Ypres. 

"Our  aeroplanes  carried  out  success- 
ful bombing  operations  on  Sunday  night 
and  again  yesterday.  In  the  course  of 
the  air  lighting  three  German  machines 
were  destroyed  yesterday.  Three  oth- 
ers were  driven  down  damaged."

PARIS,  Jan.  so. — Tonight's  War  Of- 
fice communication  reads  as  follows: 

"Between  Solssons  and  Rhelme  w* 
stopped  two  surprise  attacks  attempted 
by  the  enemy,  one  in  the  sector  of  Sou- 
plsr,  ths  other  In  the  region  of  Beaulna 
(Alsne).  Quite  violent  artillery  actions 
occurred  In  Lorraine  and  the  Vosges. 
There  was  an  intermittent  cannonade  on 
tiie  rest  of  the  front 

"Last  night  our  aeroplanes  bombarded 
blvouaes  In  the  neighborhood  of  Btaln, 
military  factories  at  Ham,  stations  and 
factories  at  Aolenbrant  and  station*  at 
Athles.1  Hombleux  and  Curchy." 
Belgians  Xepnlae  Attack 

The  Belgian  communication  says; 

'Lest  night,  after  violent  artillery 
preparation  the  German  Infantry  at- 
tacked south  of  Met  Baa.  The  enemy 
was  not  able  to  reach  the  Belgian 
trenehea,  and  was  forced  to  retire,  leav- 
ing dead  on  the  Held.  The  German  at- 
tack tailed  completely.'' 

The  text  of  the  afternoon  announce- 
ment follows: 

"On  the  left  bank  of  the  Meuse  an  at- 
tack with  hand  grenades  against  on*  of 
Our  trenehea  In  the  region  of  Hill  304 
was  repulsed.     We  took  prisoners. 

"In  Upper  Alsace  our  batteries  were 
active  la  the  region  of  Seppols. 

"There  was  Intermittent  cannonading 
along  the  remainder  of  the  front 

"Three  enemy  aeroplanes  were 
brought  down  In  aerial  combats  yes- 
terday, one  by  Scrgt.  Hauss,  who  up  to 
the  present  time  has  destroyed  five 
German  aeroplane*.  It  la  confirmed  that 
Adjutant  Jailler  has  brought  down  six 
enemy  machines  thus  far,  five  aero- 
plane* and  one  balloon." 


MAKE  RECORD  RAID 


Xs  Ret  sned  to  la  the  Oasetal

OTTAWA.  Jan.  JO.— A  war  record  for 
celerity  and  effectiveness  in  trench 
raide  on  the  French  front  occupied  by 
Canadian  troops  has  been  made  by  men 
of  two  battalions  from  Ontario,  accord- 
ing to  a  communique  received  here  today 
from  London,  describing  operations  of 
the  Dominion  forces  from  January  17 
to   33 

At  7:1$  o'clock  one  morning,  the  dis- 
patch state*,  the  Canadians  penetrated 
German  trenches  on  a  front  of  800 
yards  to  a  depth  of  300  yards,  and  in 
one  hour  bad  returned  to  their  own 
trenches  with  100  prisoners,  two  ma* 
chine  guns  and  a  bomb  thrower. 

In  the  face  of  machine  gun  fire  the 
Canadians  rushed  across  wire  entangle- 
ments Into  the  enemy's  trenches, 
where  a  fierce  duel  with  bombs  ensued 
until   the  surrender.

MINE  IS  STRUCK 

NEAR  IRISH  COAST 


Wireless  Apparatus  Is  De- 
stroyed by  Explosion  and 
Rescuing  Vessels  Have  Long

BERLIN.  Jan.  30.— "We  shall  never 
forget  this  Insult"  says  the  Constan- 
tinople newspaper  Tanlne  in  its  com- 
ment on  the  Entente  reply  to  President 
Wilson's  note  to  the  belligerents,  re- 
fering  to  the  demand  for  the  expulsion 
of  Turkey   from  Europe.

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BERLINEMTTS 


Under-Secretary  for  Foreign 
Affairs  Talks  About  Brit- 
ain's Purpose  In  War— 
—Twisting  of  Blacklist. 


BERLIN,  Jan.  30.— The  official  state- 
ment tonight  reads: 

"On  the  Western  front  there  has  been 
only  the  usual  trench  fighting.  On  the 
Eastern  front  new  engagements  on  the 
Btver  Aa  took  a  course  favorable  to  us." 

The  recent  fighting  In  the  Verdun  re- 
gion is  reviewed  In  an  official  statement 
Issued  today  as  follows: 

"Regarding  the  course  of  the  engage- 
mente  on  January  at  on  the  west  bank 
of  the  Meuse,  General  von  Francois  re- 
ports; 

"  'In  the  morning  the  French  launched 
nn  attack  against  our  new  lines  on  Hill 
304  without  artillery  preparation.  From 
our  line  It  could  be  plainly  seen  that 
the  enemy  left  hla  trenches  only  at  Iso- 
lated places,  and  he  was  repulsed.  At 
noon  a  strong  enemy  fire  began,  whioh 
Increased  to  drumfire.  In  the  afternoon 
the  French  Infantry  advanced  on  the 
whole  line  for  a  second  attack,  but  was 
driven  hack  by  our  infantry  with  hand 
grenades  and  our  curtain  of  fire. 

"Thereupon  there  again  ensued  a 
strong  artillery  fire  upon  our  advanced 
trenohes. 

'"All  our  positions  were  completely 
maintained.  The  troops  are  confident 
of  victory  and  In  excellent  spirits.'" 


ITALY'S  ASPIRATIONS

NEW  YORK,  Jan.  80.— Arthur  S.  Dra- 
The  Tribune's  correspondent  In 
London,  cabling  last  '  night,  declared 
that  the  earnest  desire  of  the  British 
people  for  assurance  that  "every  possi- 
ble preparation  Is  being  made  for  the 
coming  campaign''  is  already  leading 
to  criticism  of  the  Lloyd  George  govern- 
ment "In  Its  second  month  of  exis- 
tence," The  Tribune's  correspondent 
says.  It  has  found  Its  path  paved  with 
obstacles."     He  goes  on: 

"The  German  threats  of  reprisals  for 
the  British  mining  of  the  North  Sea 
forecast  unusual  naval  activity.  If  the 
Germans  attempt  to  force  another  issue 
with  the  British  navy,  such  as  the  bat- 
tle of  Jutland,  It  probably  will  syn- 
chronise with  an  offensive  on  the  west 
front 

"There  is  a  general  belief  that  Ger- 
many will  uss  all  her  strength  on  land, 
sea  and  air  when  she  next  strikes.  For 
this  reason  the  apparent  inactivity  of 
the  Lloyd  George  government  In  pre- 
paring for  the  struggle  to  come  Is  rous- 
ing tho  people  to  criticism. 

'  "From  all  aides  the  criticism  comes — 
from  some  quarters  mild,  from  others 
severe.  Even  the  Northcllffe  press, 
largely  Instrumental  In  the  formation  of 
the  new  government,  is  expressing  Urn 
dissatisfaction. 

"Much  of  this  criticism  forecasts 
sharp  attacks  In  Parliament  on  a  vari- 
ety of  questions,  from  the  Inability  thus 
far  to  cope  with  the  submarine  menace 
to  the  failure  to  comb  out  army  ellgibles 
from  government  offices 

"Condition*  are  unlike  those  lat«  in 
November,  when  the  Asquith  govern- 
ment was  tottering,  and  there  is  no  pos- 
sibility of  a  new  cabinet  crisis,  but 
there  is  every  probability  of  a  lively 
parliamentary  session  with  much  frank 
discussion. 

"In  these  anxious  days  everyone  feels 
that  the  air  Is  surcharged  with  mo- 
mentous developments,  but  none  know 
when  or  where  the  storm  will  break 
first.  Naturally  under  such  conditions 
the  critics  are  unusually  peevish. 

The  exceedingly  heavy  toll  of  Allied 
and  neutral  shipping,  with  prospects  of 
even  greater  losses  before  tho  situation 
improves,  has  aroused  the  country  fully 
to  the  absolute  necessity  of  husbanding 
resources  and  concentrating  agricultural 
products  If  demoralisation  of  England's 
life  Is  not  to  result'* 


GERMAN  POOD  SUPPLY 


ROME,  Jan.  M,  via  London,  Jan.  30. 
—Minister  BlssetoU.  clrU  commissioner 
rer  war,  interviewed  regarding  a 
statement  about  Italian  aspirations  la 
the  war,  said: 

"It  did  not 'seem  very  strange  to  me 
that  the  American  press  concerned 
showed  so  much  ignorance  of  Euro- 
pean affairs  as  to  deny  to  July  her 
right  to  vindicate  the  Italian  character 
of  Trieste.  Thin  denial  did  not  cause 
the  aessmtehment,  b*r>*u«e  it  i*  only 
too  true  that  If  many  Americans  oeeae 
te  Italy  to  enjoy  her  natural  and  artis- 
tic beauties,  few  have  learned  to  real- 
ise the  new  Italy  which  has  keen  form 
ed  with  ever  mere  pcstissnin,  er  these 
rights  which  are  waiting  nor  la  the 
exeat  International  family. 

.  "Among  those  rights  one  of  tto  most 
Incontestable  la  that  Trieste  should  he 
united  to  Italy.  The  population  has  but 
•me  deetre.  that  la,  to  be  united  to 
Italy.  The  Austrian  Empire  Itself  re- 
isgntaod  the  Itattealty  of  Trieste  whan 
II  several  limes  promised,  without  ever

BERLIN  Jan.  to. — Germany  un- 
doubtedly will  be  able  to  hold  out  until 
the  next  harvest  If  the  supplies  of  food 
are  husbanded  and  distributed  carefully. 
although  stocks  of  provisions  this  year 
are  scantier  than  in  the  two  previous 
years  of  the  war.  said  Adolph  von  Be- 
took!, president  of  the  food  regulation 
board.  In  an  address  today,  which  eras 
prompted  by  the  present  troubles  la 
food  distribution. 

The  foodstuffs  captured  la  Rou mania 
furnish  a  welcome  and  valuable  addi- 
tion. Iterr  von  Betook!  said,  but  owing 
to  the  transport  facilities,  will  be  avail- 
able only  gradually. 


BERLIN,  Jan.  80. — (By  wireless  to 
the  Associated  Press  by  bay  ville) — Huron 
von  Den  Busslche-Haddenbausen,  Under- 
Secretary  for  Foreign  Affairs,  and  forr 
raerly  secretary  of  the  German  embas- 
sy at  Washington,  commenting  on  Lon- 
don dispatches  regarding  the  peace  sit- 
uation, said  to  the  Associated  Press: 

"The  argument  as  to  Great  Britain's 
unselfishness  in  the  world  war,  based 
on  the  fact  that  peace  conditions  out- 
lined In  the  reply  of  the  Entente  to 
President  Wilson  have  no  territorial  ad- 
vantage for  England,  though  richly  sat- 
isfactory to  the  land  hunger  of  her  Al- 
lies, is,  as  usual  with  British  argu- 
mentation  specious  and   fallacious. 

"Apologists  Will  point  to  England's 
altruism  in  th*  Napoleonic  warn,  not 
mentioning  the  fact  that  during  the  hoo- 
ttrftles  she'  already  bad  acquired  Bouth" 
Africa,  Ceylon,  Trinidad,  Malta,  etc.,  and 
could  afford  to  make  no  territorial 
claims  at  the  peace  congress.  They 
now  find  it  convenient  to  Ignore  the  fact 
that  England  already  has  pocketed  In 
.  Germany's  captured  colonies  the  rich- 
est territorial  rewards  of  any  of  the 
Entente  Powers.  These  rewards,  how- 
ever, are  insignificant  for  England  In 
comparison  with  the  purpose  for  which 
she  went  to  war,  namely,  the  destruc- 
tion of  an  Inconvenient  rival  and  the 
continuance  of  a  predominant  position 
In  the  world's  trade. 

Blacklist  Brought  Vp 
'These,  of  course,  are  not  mentioned 
In  the  manifesto  to  President  Wilson, 
but  the  neutral  world  Is  witness, 
through  Great  Britain's  effort  toward  a 
permanent  suppression  of  German  trade, 
and  knows  through  Its  own  experience 
with  blacklists,  the  examination  of  neu- 
tral malls  and  repressive  blockades, 
that  these  efforts  will  not  stop  with 
German  interests,  but  Interfere  to  Brit- 
ish advantage  with  legitimate  business 
of  neutrals." 

"But  Great  Britain  in  ber  answer  to 
tho  United  States  on  tho  blacklist  de- 
clared the  blacklist  applied  only  to  deal- 
ings by  British  firms,  and  did  not  af- 
fect business  between  neutrals,"  Inter- 
posed the  correspondent. 

"True  on  the  surface,"  replied  Baron 
von  Den  Bussische-Raddenhausen,  "but 
actually  the  prohibition  against  trading 
with  the  enemy  had  been  extended  In  a 
manner  contrary  to  International  law, 
wince  It  treated  as  enemies  neutral 
firms  in  neutral  countries  In  so  far  as 
they  did  business  with  citizens  of  conn- 
trio*  at  war  with  England. 

'To  Justify  these  very  sweeping  meas- 
ure*. Lord  Grey,  then  Foreign  Secre- 
tary, argued  that  no  rights  or  property 
of  blacklisted  firms  were  Injured,  but 
that  the  firms  enjoyed  freedom  of  trad- 
ing in  every  respect  with  all  except 
British  subjects.  The  point  over  which 
the  British  note  glided  carefessly  with 
a  few  empty  phrases,  however,  and 
which  is  vital  te  the  entire  argument 
Is  that  a  blacklisted  firm,  as  Is  well 
known.  Is  robbed  of  the  right  to  do 
business  with  othsr  neutrals,  this  being 
accomplished  by  means  of  a  chain  boy- 
cott  Introduced  by   England." 


LONDON.  Jan.  30.— The  Admiralty 
announce*  that  It  has  been  established 
,  that  the  British  auxiliary  cruiser  Laa- 
rentlc,  formerly  a  White  Star  liner, 
was  sunk  off  the  coast  of  Ireland  by  a 
mine,  and  not  by  a  submarine.  The 
Laurentic.  «  vessel  of  14,483  tons,  was 
sunk  last  Thursday.  Twelve  officers 
and  108  men  of  her  crew  were  saved. 
Lost   slumber  360 

LONDON.  Jan.  81. — About  860  were 
lost  In  the  sinking  of  the  auxiliary 
cruiser  Laurentic,  many  of  them  hav- 
ing been  killed  by  the  explosion  of 
the  mine  which  sent  the  former  White 
Star  liner  to  tho  bottom  last  Thurs- 
day, says  a  dispatch  to  tho  Press  As- 
sociation from   Belfast. 

The  dispatch  says  ths  Laurentic 
struck  the  mine  off  the  north  coast  of 
Ireland  and  sank  in  about  ten  minutes. 
A  big  bole  was  blown  In  the  side  of 
tho  ship. 

Several  boats  were  quickly  launched 
and  filled,  while  scores  of  men  wars 
engulfed  In  thy  vortex  of  the  sinking 
steamer.  For  a  time  the  sea  was 
dotted  with  struggling  men.  A  half 
gale  waa  blowing,  and  the  weather  was 
Intensely  cold.  Most  of  the  msn  res- 
cued were  only '  half  clad,  and  all  of 
them,  especially  those  wounded  by  the 
explosion  suffered  greatly  for  hours 
before  they  received  succor  from  fish- 
ing boats. 

Another  account  of  the  disaster  says 
a  vain  attempt  was  made  to  beach  the 
ship.  The  wireless  on  board  the  ship 
waa  destroyed  by  the  explosion,  but  In 
response  to  rockets  sent  up,  several 
mine  sweepers  hastened  to  her  assis- 
tance. Being  twenty  miles  distant  It  j 
was  a  long  time  before  the  castaways 
were  rescued. 


THE  HAGUE,  Jan.  30.— The  Amster- 
dam Talagraaf  quotes  from  a  Dutch 
newspaper  a  letter  received  from 
Brekkalenkamp,  la  Holland,  near  the 
German  border,  which  says  the  Inhabit- 
ants of  that  part  of  the  country  feel 
some  anxiety  on  account  of  the  military 
preparations  of  tho  Germans  along  ths 
frontier. 

Trenches  have  Just  been  constructed, 
the  letter  says,  and  German  troops  have 
arrived  at  various  places,  such  as  Uel- 
sen.  near  Meuenhaue,  where  30.000  men 
and  much  artillery  are  stationed.

Germans  Even  Drag  Away 
Thousand  Men  Connected 
With  Relief  Commission —

NEW  YORK.  Jan.  30.— With  the 
closing  of  tho  books  yesterday  on  the 
subscriptions  of  the  offering  of  3860.- 
000,000  of  five  and  a  half  par  cent  one 
and  two  year  British  Government 
notes.  It  waa  stated  that  there  had 
been  a  very  substantial  over-subscrip- 
tion. When  the  work  of  tabulating  the 
subscriptions  has  been  completed  an 
arrangement  will  be  made  for  granting 
small  subscriptions  in  full  and  cutting 
down  ths  larger  allotments.  This  Is 
the  usual  rule  In  cases  of  over-sub- 
scription. 

One  house,  which  took  orders  for 
81,400,000  of  the  Issue,  reported  that 
nearly  all  sales  had  been  made  in 
small  units. 

It  la  expected  by  bankers  who 
handled  this  transaction  that,  deplte 
Its  success.  It  will  bo  many  weeks  be- 
fore the  operation  Is  repeated.  This 
one  proved  tho  most  successful  of  the 
foreign  loans,  and  It  la  thought  It 
eventually  will  have  a  beneficial  ef-

BRING  DP  ISSUE„ 

OF  ARMED  IPS 


Germany  and  Her  Allies  Said 
to  Be  Contemplating  Warn- 
ing to  Americans  Not  to 
Sail  on  Such  Vessels. 


WASHINGTON,  Jan.  80.— Informa- 
tion has  reached  here  that  Germany 
and  her  allies  are  considering  com- 
municating to  the  State  Department  a 
virtual  warning  that  Americans  should 
keep  off  armed  merchant  ships  of  bel- 
ligerent nations.  This  became  known 
today,  following  the  Intimation  in  of- 
ficial circles  yesterday  that  the  Unit- 
ed State*  might  Issue  soon  a  new 
memorandum  setting  forth  its  attitude 
toward  armed  merchantmen. 

It  Is  not  known  Just  when  or  In 
what  manner  the  warning  may  be  con- 
veyed, but  Germany  apparently  has 
been  paving  the  way  for  such  a  step 
for  several  weeks  past  by  submitting 
to  the  State  Department  a  series  of 
statements  alleging  specific  Instances 
In  which  merchantmen  of  the  Entente 
have  used  offensively  against  subma- 
rines guns  carried  ostensibly  for  de- 
fence. 

The  armed  ships  question,  an  un- 
solved problem  throughout  all  the  ne- 
gotiations over  submarine  warfare.  Is 
involved  In  practically  all  the  caaes 
pending  In  the  United  States  and  Ger- 
many, and  over  which  an  admittedly 
grave  situation  eventually  will  have  to 
be  faced. 


THE  HAGUE.  Jan.  80.— The  deporta- 
tion of  Belgian  workmen  continues,  but 
at  a  slightly  slower  rate  than  previous- 
ly, according  to  information  from  an 
unquestionable  source.  It  is  said  that 
the  deportations  from  Brussels  now  are 
being  made  at  the  rata  of  about  8(0 
men  daily. 

Many  of  these  men,  it  Is  alleged,  are 
not  Idlers,  but  skilled  workmen,  who 
have  been  engaged  for  at  least  a  part 
of   their    time   In  their  trade. 

About  one  thousand  Belgians  con- 
nected with  tho  work  of  the  American 
relief  commission  nave  been  deported  to 
Germany  over  the  strong  protests  of 
the  commission.  As  a  result  of  vigorous 
protests,  however,  a  few  of  tbeee  men 
have  .been  -returned  ta  -their  homes  and 
no  others  are  being  taken.

HAVRE,  Jan.  30.— Information  has 
reached  ths  Belgian  Government  of  an 
extraordinary  Incident  connected  with 
the  deportation  of  a  large  number  of 
laborers  who  had  been  assembled  in  the 
public  squares  in  Berlaer.

OTTAWA,  Jan.  30.— The  debate  no 
ths  address  waS  adopted  in  the  Com- 
mons this  evening  without  a  division, 
and  Parliament  is  now  ready  to  take  up 
the  general  business  of  the  session. 

Tho  closing  day  of  the  debate  waa  at- 
tended by  much  excitement,  the  an- 
nouncement that  Sir  Bam  Hughes  would 
speak  drawing  targe  crowds  to  the  gal- 
leries of  tho  House.  They  were  mostly 
disappointed,  because  the  ex-Minister, 
when  speaking  In  the  House,  adopted  a 
conversational  tone  that  does  not  carry 
to  the  galleries. 

As  had  been  anticipated,  the  ex -Min- 
ister's effort  waa  primarily  •  defence  of 
hla  own  conduct  up  to  the  time  of  hla 
resignation  from  ths  Government  He 
stood  by  ths  statements  mads  In  his 
published  correspondence  with  the  Prime 
Minister,  and  read  some  hitherto  un- 
published correspondence  relative  to  si 
lodged  delays  In  the  securing  of  equip- 
ment and  other  matters.  Moot  of  Sir 
Sam's  criticism  of  his  colleagues  waa 
directed  toward  Sir  Thomas  White,  Min- 
ister of  Finance,  who  took  occasion  to 
reply.  Sir  Sam  referred  to  tho  Dor- 
chester by-election,  declaring  that  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurier  should  have  withdrawn 
Mr.  Cannon  from  the  contest  and  that 
the  Prime  Minister  should  have  acted 
similarly  In  regard  to  Hon.  Mr.  Ssvlgny 
and  Hon.  P.  E.  Blondln  If  statements 
made  by  them  bad  been  correctly  re- 
ported.

It  waa  the  business  of  the  Al- 
lies first  to  carry  war  to  a  successful 
Issue,  and  ho  believed  that  victory 
could  be  won  In  no  way  but  on  the 
field. 

"It  is  sometimes  said  that  we  might 
beat  Germany  by  a  blockade."  he  said. 
"I  don't  think  we  should  bo  right  in 
trusting  to  a  blockade  alone.  At  tho 
earns  time  I  say  boldly  that  much  has 
been  done  by  tho  blockade,  We  be- 
lieve we  have  absolutely  destroyed  the 
overssas  exports  of  ths  enemy.  In  ad- 
dition to  largely  diminishing  Germany's 
trade    with    neighboring    neutrals. 

"For  weeks  psat  tho  evidence  baa  all 
flowed  ta  that  direction.  We  havo 
heard  from  many  sources  of  food  rioto 
In  the  enemy  countries,  of  crowds  of 
people  waiting  outside  ths  shops  to  oi>- 
taln  food.  It  seems  established  beyond 
all  question  that  tho  enemy  has  little 
wool  and  losa  cotton,  and  Is  making 
clothes  and  boot*  of  paper.  We  have 
evidence  of  tho  extreme  state  of  thins* 
now  existing  In  Germany  as  well  as  In 
Austria." 

The  problem  before  the  Foreign  Of- 
fice, he  said,  was  how  to  carry  on  the 
blockade  effectively  and  yet  preserve 
ths  goodwill  and  friendship  of  neutral 
nations,   and    ho   concluded;

Say  Russians  Tailed  In  At- 
tempt on  Their  Lines  on 
the  Riga-Mitau  Road— Two 
Clouds  of  Gas  Released 


BERLIN.  Jan.  10.— Th*  recent  gag. 
attack  by  the  Russians  in  the  Riga 
region  is  described  by  the  military 
critic  of  the  Overseas  News  Agency  In 
his  review  today  for  the  Russian  front 
operations. 

"While  a  violeat  battle  waa  raging 
on  both  sides  of  the  Aa  River  on  Jan- 
uary J«th."  the  military  crltlo  writes, 
"the  Russians  endeavored  to  outset 
their  failure  on  the  Aa  by  attacking  nt 
other  points.  About  7  p.m.  they 
liberated  two  gas  clouds  on  the  Rlga- 
Mitau  road.  Our  outposts  Immediately 
recognised  the  biasing  nolss  end  gave 
the  gaa  alarm.  In  complete  order  each 
soldier  prepared  himself  by  putting  on 
his  gss  mask.  In  a  fsw  minutes  there 
began  the  approach  of  a  slow-movtnr 
gaa  cloud,  five  metres  high,  which  was 
so  thick  that  even  rockets  became  in- 
visible because  of  It.  Tho  sluggish 
poisoned  cloud  crept  over  our  potations, 
being  followed  shortly  by  a  second 
cloud.  Simultaneously  the  hostile  art II- 
lery  began  a  drumfire  snd  deluged  our 
positions  within  fsw  minutes  with 
Z.000  gas  grenades. 

"Tho  It  uss  lens,  now  believing  we 
were  smoked  out  of  our  positions  snd 
our  soldiers  sufficiently  suffocated, 
launched  strong  patrol  attacks.  With 
an  efficient,  well  directed  fire,  the  first 
hostile  detachments  wore  brought  to  a 
standstill  with  heavy  tresis,  so  the 
enemy  did  not  dare  carry  out  the  great

"The  Important  demands  of  the  Al- 
lies may  be  regarded  aa  settled  satis* 
factorlly.  These  are  the  release  of 
Venisellata  and  th*  transport  of  troops 
and  artillery  to  th*  Peloponnesus.  The 
released  prisoners  atat*  that  they  had 
nothing  to  complain  of  during  the  | 
latter  part  of  their  stay  in  Jail.  They  i 
were  allowed  to  write,  read  and  play 
cards,  and  were  well  fed.  This  treat- 
ment was  the  direct  result  of  the 
strict  orders  of  the  crown,  but,  despite 
the  carrying  out  of  th*  Allies'  de- 
mands In  this  respect.  It  la  very 
strongly  felt  by  the  Liberal*  that  the 
clause  regarding  the  Venlselists  ought 
to  have  been  wider  In  scope,  and  the 
Allies  ought  to  have  Insisted  on  a 
general  amnesty  for  Venlselists,  wheth- 
er imprisoned  or  keeping  out  of  the 
Way  of  their  opponents.

The  rigorous 
Blockade  lias  -  brought  them  face  to 
face  with  the  fact  that  Greece  can  be 
dealt  with  aternly  without  war. 

"The  greater  portion  of  the  press, 
too,  reflects  this  calmer  spirit.  The 
widest  section  of  the  newspapers  la 
now  engaged  in  pointing  out  that,  af- 
ter all,  the  Entente  powers  have  pro- 
tected Greece  in  the  past,  and  there 
la  nd  real  reason  for  hostility**- 

"There  are  two  reasons  for  Xhia 
ohange  of  attitude.  The  first  is  the 
blockade,  which  for  the  first  time  ia 
regarded  aa  effective:  the  second  Is 
equally  peranaalve,  and  that  la  the 
death  of  the  hopes  of  the  arrival  of 
the  German  army  from  the  north.  I 
can  state  it  for  a  fact  that  King  Con- 
stantino was  advised  directly  by  the 
Kaiser  to  accept  the  Allies'  ultimatum, 
ss  it  was  Impossible  for  Germany  to 
dispatch  a  force  to  aid  Greece. 

"80,  to  sum  up,  the  position  Is  be- 
coming normal  again,  but  it  la  idle  to 
think  that  the  last  phase  of  the  Greek 
tragedy  has  been  played  out.  There 
Is  still  In  official  Greece  a'  strong  Lib- 
eral feeling.  A  successful  offensive  by 
the  Allies  would  enormously  strength- 
en this,  and  aa  the  predominant  idea 
of  the  Greeka  la  to  be  on  the  winning 
aide.  Allied  auoceaaea,  coming  at  a 
time  when  the  first  doubta  of  the  Roy- 
allata  are  springing  up  aa  to  ,the 
triumph  of  Germany,  would  moat  cer- 
tainly swing  round  the  great  body  of 
public  opinion. 

"It  la  impossible  to  believe  that  the 
Venisellata  of  Greece  will  make  no  ef- 
fort to  redeem  the  whole  country,  and 
that  the  Liberals  will  be  content  with 
a  scattered  island  republic  aa  a  solu- 
tion of  the  situation  and  as  a  satisfac- 
tory realisation  of  their  political 
Ideals. 

N  "Every  possible  indignity  has  been 
heaped  on  VenUeloe  and  hi*  followers, 
and  they  are  determined  that  events 
shall  be  forced  to  turn  in  their  favor. 
I  know  no  illusions  are  harbored,  even 
in  t:ie  palace,  on  this  score;  for,  when 
the  full  reaulta  of  neutrality  can  be 
seen,  when  the  loas  of  great  tract*  of 
territory  and  fallen  prestige  among  the 
natlona  can  be  fully  observed,  there  is 
certain  to  be  a  tremendous  change  in 
the  popular  attitude  and  a  stern  reck- 
oning with  th*  author*  of  the  coun- 
try's misfortunes.  I  am  quite  firmly 
convinced,  therefor*,  that  th*  two  auc- 
tions In  Greece  hav*  still  to  face  one 
another  In  the  last  and  stem  reckon- 
ing, and  that  with  the  moral  help  of 
th*  evidence  of  the  approach  of  the 
Allies'  war  triumph*,  the  forces  of 
Veniaeloa  will  prove  to  be  much  strong- 
er than  la  dreamed  at  the  prevent 
moment."

WITH  TUB  BRITISH  ARMIES  IN 
THE  FIELD.  Sunday.  Jan.  31.  via  Lon- 
don. Jan.  30.— (By  Phillip  Gibbe).— "The 
show,"  as  our  men  coll  it.  near  Le  Trans- 
loy  yesterday,  was  more  than  a  raid  It 
was  an  attack  for  the  definite  purpose  of 
gaining  aa  Important  bit  of  ground  on 
the  slope  which  goee  down  to  the  ruined 
villages  and  of  driving  the  enemy  out 
of  some  strong  points  of  Interest.  It 
Involved  the  capture  »f  six  officers  and 
363  men  of  picked  regiments.  This  Is 
the  way  In  which  wo  caught  the  enemy 
utterly  by  surprise,  and  the  rapid,  easy 
way  In  which  ths  whole  operation  was 
done.  A  touch  which  seems  sarcastic 
came  at  the  end  of  the  adventure,  when 
these  young  Germans,  still  breathless 
with  the  amasement  of  their  capture, 
were  bundled  into  omnibuses,  which 
were  brought  up  near  the  lines  to  wait 
for  them — old  London  omnibuses  which 
used  to  go  "all  the  way  to  Bank.  Bank. 
Bank-'  in  the  days  before  the  world  be- 
gan to  crack — and  were  taken  to  their 
camp  on  our  side  of  the  battlefield. 

It  was  a  grim,  cold  morning,  pierc- 
ingly cold,  with  the  aind  cutting  like  a 
knife  across  the  snowfleias.  It  was  a 
morning  when  these  German  officers  and 
the  Wurttembergers,  of  Konigon  Olga, 
were  glad  to  stay  down  In  the  warmth 
of  the  dugouts,  cooking  coffee  on  their 
little  stoves,  with  which  each  man  of 
these  favored  scoops   is  provided. 

Snug   la   Dugouts 

They  bad  some  good  dugouts  in  and 
near  the  sunken  road  which  runs  up 
from  Morval  to  Le  Trunsloy,  and  struck 
through  a  little  salient  in  front  of  our 
lines.  Tin  yesterday  morning  the 
trenches  on  the  British  side  on  the 
sunken  road  were  not  happy  places  for 
the  Wurttembergers.  For  months  past 
our  guns  have  been  pounding  them,  so 
they  were  mostly  battered  down,  and 
only  held  here  and  there  by  little  groups 
of  msn  who  dug  themselves  in.  There 
wss  no  wire  In  front  of  them,  and  here, 
during:  wet  weather,  and  now  during  the 
great  frost,  tbe  German  troops,  as  we 
know  from  prisoners  today,  suffered 
badly  from  trench  feet  and  stomach 
troubles. 

Yesterday  morning  one  of  two  shiver- 
ing wretches  stood  sentry  In  the  Ger- 
man line,  trying  to  gain  shelter  from 
tbe  knlfeblade  of  wind.  All  the  others 
were  below  the  ground.  They  believed 
the  British  were  Just  as  quiet  in  the 
work  of  keeping  warm.  That  was  their 
mistake.  „ 

In  our  trenches  the  men  were  quiet, 
but  busy.  They  were  waiting  for  the 
signal  from  the  guns,  and  had  their  bay- 
onets fixed,  their  bombs  slung  about 
them,  and  their  rations  slung  to  their 
belts.  A  rum  ration  was  served  round, 
and  the  men  drank  it  and  felt  the  glow 
of  it.  Bo  that  the  white  waste  of  "No 
Man's  Land"  did  not  look  so  cold  and 
menacing.  They  were  North  British  and 
Ireland  troops,  loss  stolid  than  English 
troops,  and  more  quickly  flred,  perhaps, 
to  the  spirit  of  an  attack. 

Suddenly,  about  half-past  five,  there 
was  a  terrltic  crash  of  guns,  and  at  the 
sasie  moment  the  men  scrambled  up  in- 
to the  open,  and,  with  bayonets  low  went 
out  into  No  Man's  Land.  I  think  It 
took  about  four  minutes  for  that  pas- 
sage of  lonely  ground,  which  for  a  hun- 
dred yards  or  so  between  the  lines  Is  all 
pockmarked  with  shell  holes  and  as  hard 
as  Iron.  Often  during  the  freezing  of 
the  quagmire  there  is  no  preliminary 
bombardment.  As  soon  as  the  guna 
went  off  the  men  went  at  the  line  not 
very  far  in  front  of  them.  They  found 
no  men  above  the  ground  when  they 
pierced  the  German  line. 

Completely  Surprised 

It  was  curious  and  uncanny — the  ut- 
ter lifelessness  of  the  place  they  camo 
to  capture — not  a  single  machine  gun 
spat  at  them.  They  knew  quickly  they 
had  surprised  the  enemy  utterly.  They 
found  dugouts  and  railed  their  challenge 
down  and  heard  it  answered.  The  Wurt- 
tembergers came  up  dazed  with  the  ef- 
fect of  capture,  hardly  believing  It,  as 
men  In  a  dream.  One  of  the  officers' ex- 
plained: "We  thought  ft  Just  a  morning 
strafe,  and  kept  down  In  the  dugouts  till 
it  was  over.  We  had  no  idea  of  an  at- 
tack.   How  did  you  get  here  so  quickly  V 

They  were  abashed.  They  said  they 
would  have  put  up  a  fight  If  they  had 
any  kind  of  a  chance,  but  they  were 
trapped  and  so  could  do  nothing  but  sur- 
render with  the  best  grace  possible.  On 
the  right,  from  two  isolated  bits  of 
trench,  there  came  a  burst  of  rifle  Are. 
A  few  Germans  there  had  time  to  re- 
cover from  the  stunning  blow  of  the 
first  surprise,  and  fought  pluckily  till 
overpowered. 

Our  men  went  on  further  than  the  ob- 
jective given  them,  to  a  point  five  hun- 
dred yards  away  from  the  German  first 
line,  and  established  themselves  there. 
From  the  neighboring  ground  through 
the  white  base  over  tbe  snowflelds  rod 
lights  went  up  quickly — 8.O.8.  signals — 
and  presently  the  Gorman  gunners  got 
busy,  but  the  prisoners  were  bundled 
back  to  the  omnibuses  and  the  men  took 
possession  of  the  dugouts  proper. 
,  Organization  Is  very  difficult  above 
ground.  It  Is  too  hard  to  dig  From 
the  furthest  point  later  In  the  day  tho 
men  were  withdrawn  to  tho  ground 
given  them  for  their  objective,  and  tho 
Gorman  attempts  to  organise  counter- 
attacks were  smash**'  by  our  artillery

3f ewspapers    la    Britain     Hoc*     Severely 

Hampered  hy  Vapor  Scarcity 

Than  Those  of  America 

LONDON.  Jan.  30. — Suffering  newspa- 
per publishers  in  America  may  draw 
considerable  comfort  from  the  plight  of 
their  brethren  in  England.  If  white  pa- 
per conditions  are  bad  in  tho  United 
States,  they  are  almost  impossible  on 
this  uide. 

Up  to  last  November  newspapers  were 
permitted  to  use  6$  per  c*nt  of  the 
quantity  currently  used  by  them  in  1*14. 
Publishers  thought  these  condition* 
were  pretty  bad.  Then  the  Government 
notified  them  that  their  paper  allowance 
would  be  cut  down  to  five-sixths  of  tho 
1010  quantity,  which  is  equivalent  to 
about  60  per  cent  of  the  1813  quantity. 
Recently  there  has  been  strong  talk  of 
making  a  still  further  cut  to  a  40  per 
cent  basis  as  compared  with  1014.  This

There- 
fore when  we  find  In  a  book,  ao  drafted, 
criticised  and  revised,  the  contention 
that  It  la  essential  to  a  United  Empire 
that  the  central  authority  shall  have  the 
right  to  compel  the  self-governing  parte 
of  that  Empire  to  pay  what  sum  shall 
be  assessed  upon  them  for  imperial 
purposes,  we  think  It  time  to  remind 
the  Round  Table  Groups  wbo  have 
takea  part  In  such  .criticism  that  "the 
growth  of  the  new  nationalism  In  the 
British  Empire  Is  Just  the  growth  of 
liberty"  to  use  the  words  of  Professor 
Wrong.  And  this  Is  the  head  and  front 
of  our  offending,  which  has  aroused 
the  wrath  of  Mr.  Thorllef  Larson.

The  proposal  of  the  Domestic  Food 
preducts  Committee  that  the  Provincial 
Government  shall  endeavor  In  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Alberta  Government  to 
stimulate  an  exchange  of  products  be- 
tween the  two  provinces  Is  a  vsry  ex- 
cellent one.  How  this  can  best  be  ac- 
complished la  for  future  consideration, 
and  we  do  not  expect  too  much  from 
th«  Minister  of  Agriculture,  whose 
hands  are  pretty  full  of  other  matters 
Just  now;  nevertheless  wa  hope  he  will 
ha  able  to  give  the  subject  h>  very 
early  attention.  It  might  not  be  a  bad 
plan  for  the  members  of  the  committee, 
who  have  moved  in  this  matter,  to  de- 
termine among  themselves  what  Is  a 
practical  way  of  approaching  the  sub- 
ject and  present  their  views  In  detail 
to  the  Minister.  We  take  the  same  posi- 
tion now  aa  we  took  when  the  preced- 
ing administrations  were  In  power, 
namely,  that  it  is  not  right  to  make 
suggestions  to  a  government  and  expect 
the  ministers  to  work  out  for  themselves 
how  thay  can  best  be  acted  on,  but  that 
those  who  advocate  new,.proJectK  ought 
to  be  prepared  to  back  (hem  up  with 
practical  plans.  This  Is  what  the  Board 
of  Trade  committee  on  shipbuilding  did. 
and  action   waa  immediately  secured.

It  Is  an  old  saying  that  "there  la 
nothing  like  leather,"  but  if  the  shoe 
manufacturers  are  to  be  believed  and 
they  surely  ought  to  know,  there  will 
be  shortly  upon  the  market  something 
so  much  like  leather  that  the  only  ap- 
parent distinction  will  be  the  price.  It 
Is  announced  that  most  of  the  boots  and 
shoes  that  will  hereafter  be  made  will 
consist  largely  of  leather  substitutes. 
Leather  boots  and  shoes  will  be  mads, 
but  those  who  want  them  will  have  to 
bo  prepared  to  pay  a  stiff  price  for 
them. 

One  of  the  results  of  this  will  be  the 
stimulation  of  the  invention  of  leather 
substitutes,  and  an  effect  of  this  will  he 
to  create  a  market  for  old-  leather. 
Wornout  articles  of  leather  approach 
uselessneas  about  as  nearly  as  anything 
can,  but  the  likelihood  is  that,  like 
many  other  hitherto  unconsidered  trifles, 
they  will  become  valuable. 


An  American  newspaper  suggests 
that  President  Lincoln  deserves  a  place 
on  the  roll  of  fame  beside  President 
Wilson,  and  the  fanny  thing  about  It  is 
that  the  suggestion   Is  made  seriously. 


The  'Manchester  Guardian  congratu- 
lates President  Wilson  upon  having 
pacified  Mexico.  But  there  remains  the 
unanswered  question.  "How  much  and 
for  how  longT* 


It  appears  that  the  visit  of  Vice- 
Prealdent  Bury,  of  the  C.P.R.,  to  Rus- 
sia is  purely  a  business  one.  His  mis- 
sion Is  to  inquire  Into  the  opportunities 
of  trade  between  that  country  and 
Canada. 


Mr.  Dixon,  a  member  of  the  Manitoba 
Legislature,  stated  recently  In  a  speech 
before  that  body  that  the  plans  of  the 
Entente  Powers  to  develop  trade  be- 
tween themselves  after  the  war  Is  proof 
that  In  prosecuting  hostilities  they  are 
to  some  measure  actuated  by  a  desire 
for  aggrandisement.  Perhape  Mr. 
Dixon  Is  as  dull  of  comprehension  as 
this  remark  shows  him  to  be.  but  as  he 
made  It  in  a  speech  against  National 
Service,  we  think  he  wae  only  using  It 
as  an  excuse  for  failure  to  see  his  duty 
to  his  country.  The  principle  behind 
the  decision  of  the  Paris  conference  on 
trade  after  the  war  was  simply  that 
those  who  stood  by  each  other  in  time 
of  danger  should  stand  by  each  other  in 
time  Of  safety.  This  la  not  aggrandise- 
ment or  anything  remotely  resembling 
it.  The  war  is  costing  an  enormous 
sum,  and  |f  ths  Entente  Powers  can  re- 
coup some  of  their  outlay  by  agreeing 
to  trade  with  .each  other  In  preference 
to  the  enemy  or  even  to  neutrals,  It  Is 
eminently  fair  that  they  shall  do  so. 


The  speech  of  Sir  Sam  Hughee  on 
the  Address  resembles  the  remark  of 
the  negro  preacher  who  told  hla  congre- 
gation that  there  were  two  roads,  "one 
leadln'  to  eternal  perdition  add  the  other 
to  everlasting  destruction."

WITH  MILITARY  HONORS

Dutch  reports  of  the  naval  engage- 
ment off  the  coast  of  Holland  assert 
that  the  German .  flotilla  loot  from  six 
to  ten  ships.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  the  Admiralty  only  claimed  to  have 
destroyed  one  enemy  vessel,  while  ad- 
mitting the  loss  of  one.  The  fight  took 
place  at  night  and  the  opportunities  for 
observation  enjoyed  by. those  participat- 
ing In  it*  were  necessarily  very  meagre. 


In   the  February  number  of  The  Sun- 
set Magazine  there  is  a  notable  article 
by    Mr.    Henry    Carr,    entitled    "la    Los 
Angeles    W/)rth    Defending?"      In    point 
of  fact,  Los  Angeles  Is  only  incidentally 
mentioned    In    the    body  of   the   article, 
which  deals  with  the  defenceless  condi- 
tion   of    the    United    States     generally, 
with    special    reference    to    the    Pacific 
Coast     From    hla   examination   of   the 
facts  and  hla  study  of  the  opinions  ex- 
pressed   by    American    strategists    and 
naval  and  military  authorities,  Mr.  Carr 
has  reached  the  conclusion  that  In  the 
event  of  war  "the  whole  Pacific  Coast 
will  be  dumped  overboard  to  nave  the 
Atlantic."     Not  that  he  thinks  the  At- 
lantic   Is    really   defended    in    anything 
like    an    adequate    way,    but    the    facts 
show   that   not   even   a  decent   pretence 
is  made  of  being  able  to  defend  .the  Pa- 
cific   seaboard.      He    says    the    plan    of 
strategists   provide   for-  keeping  an   en- 
emy from  landing  on   the  Psciflc  coast 
by  employing   the   navy   for   that   pur- 
pose, and  of  this  navy  he  says:     "We 
have  a  funny   little   fleet  of  toy   war- 
ships and  ancient  hulks.    Admiral  Wins- 
low  '  testified    before  Congress  that  one 
first-class    battleship    could    defeat    the 
entire    Pacific    fleet."      The    new    navy 
now  under   construction   by  Japan  will 
have    sixteen    ships    equal    to    such    a 
performance,    three    of   which   have   al- 
ready been  commissioned,  and  these  arc 
In  addition  to  the  former  very  efficient 
navy    possessed    by    that    Power.     Once 
an  enemy   battleship  had  defeated   the 
American   Pacific   fleet,   Mr.  carr  says, 
the  next  line  of  defence  would  be  the 
coaat    forts,    through    which    an   enemy 
could   pass   aa   easily   aa   If   they   were 
made  of  "wet  tissue  paper,"  and  after 
that    the   only    recourse    left    would   be 
for  the  nation  to  "get  down  on  He  knees 
and  beg  Providence  to  smash  the  enemy 
by   a   stroke   of  lightning.*'     Mr.   Carr 
points  out  how  exceedingly  difficult  It 
would  be  for  the  United  States  to  as- 
semble   a    land    force    to    protect    the 
western  coaat,  laying  stress   upon   the 
fact  that  "It  required  from  March  until 
the  end  of  July  to  mobilise  the  Ameri- 
can army  on  the  Mexican  frontier,  and 
moat  of  the  mobilised  troops  arrived  at 
the  rendosveue  unequipped,  and  unfit  for 
service."      Ha    points    out    that    Japan 
could     transport   a    thoroughly    trained 
force  of  ta.COv   man  with  all  necessary 
equipment.    Including    animals,    against 
the    Pacific   coast   In   three 'weeks,  and 
that    In    another    six    weeks    a    second 
force  of  lit. bee  men  similarly  equipped 
could  be  landed  to  support  the  grot.    He 
quotes   the  ovidence  of  Oapt    MoKean. 
t'.S.N..  given  before  Congress,  who  sard 
that  In  the  event  of  Invasion  the  United 
States  on  r.tl  Ita  coasts  would  have  to 
submit    to      Irreparable    damage,"    and 
then  do  It*  beat  fh  retake  from  the  ear* 
amy  what  be  had  won.

From  time 
Immemorial  London  has  enjoyed  certain 
privileges,  some  of  which  are  hard  to 
define,  but  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  a 
freeman  Is  entitled  to  all  of  them.  The 
honor  is  of  no  practical  advantage  to 
those  upon  whom  It  is  conferred.  When 
It  was  tendered  upon  the  late  King  Ed- 
ward, then  Prince  of  Wales,  he  began  his 
speech  in  acknowledgment  with  the 
words,  "Fellow  CMaens,"  and  perhaps 
this   tells   the   Whole  story.

Sir. — There  has  recently  appeared  tn 
your  columns  an  editorial  which  in- 
cites correction.  It  ia  entitled:  "Na- 
tlrnallsm,"  and  deals  with  a  paper  read 
before  the  American  Historical  Associ- 
ation by  Professor  Wrong,  of  Toronto, 
on  "The  Growth  of  Nationalism  Within 
the    British   Empire." 

The  editorial  in  question  is  chiefly 
remarkable  for  Ita  misrepresentation  of 
the  Round  Table  Society.  The  Society 
Is'  spoken  of  as  if  it  were  a  propagand- 
ist organisation  seeking  to  impose  cer- 
tain definite  views  on  the  peoples  of 
the  British  Empire.  It  Is  Implied  fur- 
ther that  these  views  coincide  with 
those  set  forth  by  Mr.  Lionel  Qurtle  in 
"The  Problem  of  the  Commonwealth." 
It  Is  Incredible  that  the  writer  of  the 
editorial  should  not  be  fully  aware  that 
neither  of  these  things  is  true.  The 
Rcund  Table  Society  has  neither  views 
nor  propaganda.  It  ia  an  Empire-wide 
confraternity  of  students  who  are  de- 
voting some  of  their  time  to  a  Btudy  of 
what  le  popularly  known  as  the  Im- 
perial problem,  and  who  agree  only  In 
this  that  they  are  Impressed  by  the  Im- 
portance of  that  problem  and  by  the 
magnitude  of  the  difficulties  Involved 
In  Its  solution:  who  believe  that  those 
difficulties  can  be  appreciated  and  over- 
come only  after  careful  study,  and  that 
It  behooves  every  man  at  this  time  to 
study  the  question  for  himself  so  that 
when  he  ts  asked  to  vote  upon  It,  as 
undoubtedly  he  will  be  very  soon,  he 
may   do   so    intelligently. 

Agreement  among  the  members  of  the 
society  has  neither  been  sought  nor  de- 
sired. While  it  Is  true  that  Mr.  Curtis 
Is  general  secretary  of  the  society  to- 
day, there  are  hundreds  of  men  con- 
nected with  the  movement  who  dissent 
from  his  personal  views  as  expressed 
In  "The  Problem  of  the  Commonwealth.' 

The  methods  and  alms  of  the  society 
are  Indicated  quite  fairly  by  Sir  Edmund 
Walker  in  his  preface  to  Mr.  Lash's 
new  book  on  "Foreign  Affairs  am)  De- 
fence." which  you  have  recently  re» 
viewed.  Sir  Edmund  says:  "For  several 
years  past,  groups  of  men  In  Great 
Britain,  the  Dominions,  India,  and  else- 
where, have  been  associated  under  the 
nsme  of  The  Round  Table,'  for  the 
strdy  of  the  problems  which  Inevitably 
arise  In  the  consideration  of  any  plan 
for  the  closer  organisation  of  the  Em- 
pire. The  members  of  these  group* 
have  been  purposely  selected  from  those 
representing  different  political  parties 
arid  «v«ry  discoverable  phase  of  thought 
regarding  the  subject.  They  have  de- 
voted themselves  mainly  to  the  study 
of  these  problems,  but  ss  a  body,  'The 
Round  Table*  has,  up  to  the  present, 
offered  no  definite  plan  of  ita  own.  A 
member  of  The  Round  Table,'  Mr. 
Lionel  Curtis,  has.  entirely  upon  his 
own  responsibility,  published  a  most 
Important   book   on    the   subject." 

In  so  far  as  the  movement  has  an  ob- 
ject outside  tbe  circle  of  I  to  members, 
that  object  Is  to  stimulate  discussion. 
That  the  society  has  succeeded  In  doing 
so  Is  amply  demonstrated  by  the  ap- 
pearance of  Mr.  Lash's  remarkable  hook. 
Tbto  book  Is  perhaps  the  finest  con- 
tribution to  the  subject  ever  made  by  a

Can  Bo  Obtained 

Possibilities  of  securing  a  large  pro- 
tion  of  their  supplies  of  "fruit  pulp" 
from  British  Columbia  In  future  have 
led  some  of  the  most  Important  Eastern 
manufacturers  of  Jams,  fruit  Juices  and 
like  products  to  communloate  with  the 
horticultural  branch  of  the  Provincial 
Department  of  Agriculture  for  Informa- 
tion respecting  British  Columbia's  out- 
put of  fruits,  especially  of  strawberries 
and  raspberries. 

Recently  the  department  circularized 
Eastern  manufacturers  pointing  out 
that  British  Columbia  can  supply  a 
considerable  quantity  of  the  product 
which  those  concerns  have  hitherto 
been  Importing  from  the  United  States, 
England  and  even  from  the  Antipodes. 
While  the  fruit  output  of  Vancouver 
Island  is  practically  all  required  for 
export  to  the  Prairie  sections,  the  great 
fruit  growing  section  in  the  Interior, 
especially  Mfasion  and  Hatalo,  wher*. 
the  product  is  annually  rapidly  Increas- 
ing, supplies  a  large  quantity  of  the 
lower  grades  for  export.  The  B.  C. 
Calipers'  Association  now  has  an  expert 
investigating  those  fields,  and  with  an 
Eastern  demand  created  growers  would 
find  ready  sale  for   their  lower  grades.

wide vision  of  Tagorc  may  have  their 
own  trenchant  strictures  to  offer  front 
time  to  time,  these  expressions  of 
opinion  are  not  rightly  to  be  con- 
strued aa  the  words  of  anarchs  and 
political  Ishmaelltcs.  —  Philadelphia 
Ledger.

Certain  economies 
may  be  made  In  this  direction,  but 
the  greatest  safeguard  Is,  once  again, 
economy  In  the  consumption  of  sup- 
plies brought  from  overseas. — West- 
minster Oazette.

Canadian  Ambulance  Held  En- 
tertainment to  Welcome  in 
1917— Pte.  C.  K.  Christian 
Describes  Event. 


How  the  officers  and  men  of  tba 
Canadian  Field  Ambulance  spent  New 
Year'a  la  told  In  a  letter  received  here 
from  Pte.  C.  K.  Christian,  of  tha  C  A. 
M.  C,  formerly  in  tha  employ  of  The 
Colonist,  who  encloaea  a  detailed  ac- 
count of  the  proceedings:

WINS  MILITARY  CROSS 


Distinction  Conferred  on  Young 
Victoria  Officer  Serving 
With  Yorkshire  Regiment — 
Twice  Wounded. 
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LIEUT.    ROBIN    WATT 


Lteut  Robin  Watt,  of  Victoria,  has 
yon  tha  Military  Cross  for  conspicuous 
gallantry  in  action  while  aervlng  along 
the  Homme  front  with  the  Yorkshire 
Regiment 

The  young  officer,  who  was  educated 
at  University  School,  Mount  Tolmls,  Is 
the  son  of  the  late  Dr.  Watt,  formerly 
In  charge  of  the  William  Head  Quaran- 
tine 8tatlon.  and  Mrs.  Madgs  Watt  Ha 
went  overseas  about  the  beginning  of 
the  war  and  Joined  the  army  at  the 
first  opportunity.  He  has  already  been 
twice  wounded,  the  second  time  being 
on  November  3,  when  he  was  hit  In  the 
head  during  a  bombing  attack  which 
he  was  leading. 

Lieut.  Watt  has  been  in  France  sinoe 
last  June  and  has  been  in  much  of  the 
heavy  fighting  since  the  "big  push" 
began,  including  the  engagementa  at 
Fricourt.  Contalmalaon,  Sommecourt. 
Lee  Boeufs,  Mamctz,  Oueudecourt  and 
Le  Transloy,  where  he  waa  wounded. 
Since  being  in  the  firing  line  he  has 
time  and  again  had  almost  miraculous 
escapes  from  serious  Injurv  and  death, 
and  his  work  from  the  beginning  has 
been  marked  by  the  daah,  brilliance  and 
unwavering  courage  that  haa  been  char- 
acteristic of  the  Canadian  soldier.  Ho 
waa  made  second  in  command  of  hla 
company  last  August  and  shortly  after 
his  appointment  was  wounded  for  the 
first  time,  rejoining  his  unit  after  a  fort- 
night spent  In  hospital.  In  September 
he  was  made  battalion  Instructor  In 
bombing — a  responsible  position  which 
meant  not  only  a  special  knowledge  and 
the  need  for  gallantry,  but  meant  on 
one    occasion    the    detonation    of    69,000

Boulton,  well  known 
In  British  Columbia  Coast  cltlea  and 
formerly  a  barrister  and  member  of  the 
Vancouver  legal  Arm  of  Taylor.  Harvey. 
Orant,  Stockton  *  Smith,  haa  been 
awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Or- 
der for  distinguished  conduct  displayed 
during  ths  recent  fighting  along  the 
Bomrae. 

He  left  Canada  at  the  outbreak  of 
war  and  trained  with  the  Herefordshire 
Militia  Regiment,  being  one  of  ths  of- 
ficers appointed  to  the  task  of  training 
the  recruits  for  ths  new  Kitchener's 
army.  He  subsequently  became  at- 
tached to  the  11th  CHouoaster  Regiment 
and  waa  with  that  unit  when  be  won 
the  D.8.O.  He  was  wouaded  during  ths 
fighting  on  tbe  Ancre. 

Describing  his  experiences,  he  writes: 

"We  went  through  moat  of  the  Somme 
attacks  and  I  waa  very  lucky,  get  hit 
three  times  but  only  had  light  touches 
till  tbe  last  day,  when  I  get  caught  la 
some  wire  and  tare  off  the  top  1% 
Inches   of  my   right   thumb. 

"I  am  very  plesssd  to  see  that  I  am 
mentioned  In  Sir  D.  Halg'a  dlspstohea 
aad  have  been  awarded  the  D.8.O.,  onlte 
an  unexpected  bit  of  luck.  The  Germans 
were  well  beaten  on  the  Somme  sad  sur- 
rendered very  freely  on  the  ittb  of  No- 
vember when  we  attacked.  My  division 
alone  took  1.100  on  that  day  and  we 
mast  have  knocked  out  a  larger  num- 
ber. It  was  the  moat  encouraging  fight 
I  have  bee*  In  since  I  wsat  to 
and  ws  only  had  fee  casualties."

One  of  the  Patriotic     Fund     visitors 
has  received  tho  following  letter  from 
a  soldier  In  the  8rd  Canadian  Pioneers: 
"Somewhere  in  France" 

Jan.  1.  1817 

"Dear  Madam — I  hope  you  ,  will  par- 
don me  for  the  liberty  I  am  taking  In* 
writing  to  you,  but  I  feel  It  to  my  duty 
to  write  and  thank  you  personally  for 
the  many  kindnesses  you  have  done  for 

Mrs. and     my  darling  babies. 

'  "When  I  asked  you  to  look  after  my 
wife  and  babies,  before  leaving  Vic- 
toria, never  for  one  moment  did  I  im- 
agine that  you  would  carry  out  your- 
klndnsss  and  generosity  to  such  an  ex- 
tent, especially  since  my  poor  baby 
has  been  so  sick  sad  In  need  of  the 
boat  attention  possible.  Words  fall 
me,  madam,  when  I  think  what  might 
have  happened  to  my  little  treasure 
bad  It  not  heva.  for  your  prompt  and 
generous  attention,  and  it  is  a  great 
consolation  to  a  man  out  here  la  the 
trenches,  ready  and  willing  to/  pay 
tho  extreme  penalty,  to  know  that 
there  are  such  splendid  women  as  your- 
self ready  to  help  our  loved  ones  at 
the  time  of  need.  Personally  I  hate 
charity,  as  it  to  something  I  have 
never  been  In  need  of,  but  your  meth- 
ods, from  what  I  understand,  don't 
aavor  of  the  above  mentioned  by  any 
means,  which  is  what  makes  mo  more 
than  grateful. 

"Well,  madam,  I  hope  you  will  par- 
don ate  If  I  appear  a  little  out  of  place 
with  my  thanks,  hut  It  Is  with  the 
best  of  intentions,  and  not  meant  to  bo 
personal.  Again  thanking  you  aad 
hoping  you  will  live  long,  and  enjoy

Many  matters  of  importance  to  the 
municipalities  of  the  Province  will  bo 
considered  this  mornina  when  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  B.  C  Union  of 
Municipalities  holds  its  annuel  session. 
The  result  of  its  deliberations  will  be 
submitted  to  the  government  at  a  meet- 
ing arranged  for  tomorrow  afternoon. 
The  matters  to  be  discussed  this  morn- 
ing are  those  which  were  passed  upon 
at  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the 
Union  at  Vernon  embracing  suggested 
amendmenta  to  the  existing  Municipal 
regulations  and  additlona  of  new  pro- 
visions to  meet  condltlins  which  have 
arisen. 

Probably  one  matter  which  has  cre- 
ated most  difficulties  for  municipal 
bodies  within  the  past  two  yoare  is  ths 
Soldiers'  Relief  Act  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  legislature  which  has 
raised  the  doubt  as  to  whether  lands 
owned  by  a  soldier  could  he  sold  for 
taxes,  or.  If  not  redeemed  whether  the 
municipality  could  gtve  a  good  title 
to  the  purchaser.  The  Union  will  ask 
the  Government  that  the  Act  should  not 
apply  to  assessments  or  the  levying  of 
taxes  and  for  validation  of  whatever 
steps  to  that  extent  have  already  been 
taken  by  the  municipalities.  It  will 
also  be  urged  that  there  should  be  some 
system  whereby  a  municipality  would 
know  when  the  soldier's  property  came 
within  the  scope  of  the  Act,  and  that 
any  auch  owner  who  does  not  notify 
the  municipality  that  he  claims  the 
protection  of  the  Act  ahould  not  be  en- 
titled to  It.  Further  it  is  proposed 
to  ask  the  Government  to  advance 
seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  amount  that 
is  in  arrears  of  soldiers'  taxes,  the 
argument  of  the  Union  being  that  the 
municipalities  did  not  make  the '  Act 
but  the  Government  did;  also  it  is  sug- 
gested that  municipalities  ahould  not  be 
required  to  sell  a  soldier's  land  for  tax 
arrears  nntil  one  year  after  the  war, 
and  then  from  the  proceeda  pay  back 
the  government  advance.  In  case  there 
are  two  owners,  one  on  active  service, 
the  municipality  Is  to  have  the  right 
,to  proceed  against  the  other. 
Kailway  Exemptions 

Amendments  to  the  Act  on  which  are 
baaed  the  claims  of.  the  e.N.P.  and 
P.Q.K.  Railways  to  exemption  from"  tax- 
ation on  all  their  land  holdings  will 
also  be  urged.  Both  railways  claim  that 
any  propertlea  they  may  hold  or  buy 
are  exempt,  a  contention  which  has 
been  up-held  by  the  courts.  Both  com- 
panies are  much  In  arears  In  their  con- 
tract with  the  government  for  rail- 
way construction  and  the  Union  will 
suggest  to  the  government  that  In  the 
consideration  of  any  extension  that  may 
be  given  to  the  railway  companies  as 
to  time,  payment  of  moneys,  etc.,  it  be 
stipulated  that  in  consideration  of 
such  extension  the  companies  should 
consent  to  forgo  their  right  of  exemp- 
tion from  taxation  except  on  the  land 
actually  being  used  for  railway  pur- 
poses.  ■  As  an  Instance  of  the  com- 
panies' exemption  the  P.G.E.  owns  100 
acres  In  North  Vancouver  district  on 
which  It  paya  no  taxes. 

Consideration  will  be  given  to  s  rec- 
ommendation' of  the  Union  to  the  ef- 
fect that  the  government  ahould.  In 
Its  estimates  of  this  and  next  year, 
place  a  sufficient  sum  to  build  and 
properly  equip  a  building  for  the  treat- 
ment of  advanced  cases  of  tuberculosis 
at  the  Tranqullle  Sanitarium  and  should 
take  over  the  whole  Institution  snd  run 
it  ss  a  provincial  institution;  also  that 
the  Dominion  Government  be  requested 
to  pay  for  the  treatment  of  all  those 
patients  coming  from  outside  the  pro- 
vince thus  relieving  the  tax-payers  of 
British  Columbia  from  a  burden  which 
Is  annually  growing.  The  government 
now  contributes  $1.25  per  day  towards 
the  treatment  of  patients  at  Tranqullle. 
Tea  Delinquency 

The  question  of  tax  delinquency  will 
be  dealt  with  when  the  recommendation 
of  the  union  asking  that  land  In  arrears 
may  be  sold  at  any  time  without  waiting 
for  a  formal  sate  and  increasing  the 
rate  of  interest  on  arrears  from  •  to 
IB  per  cent,  will  be  considered.  This, 
In  brief.  Is  the  system  In  vogue  In  *•» 
State  Of  Washington.  Under  the  pres- 
ent system  of  tax  sales  the  rate  of  In- 
terest Is  held  to  be  too  low  to  attract 
buyers,  and  with  a  sale  once  a  year 
many  persona  who  do  not  happen  to 
have  funds  at  that  time  are  unable  to 
bid.    Other  points- to  be  considered  are: 

Better  provision  by  law  whereby  men 
guilty  of  wife  desertion  or  non-support 
may  be  dealt  with  by  being  tnrr+A  to 
work  and  contribute  to  the  support  of 
their  wives  and  families; 

Municipal  elections  to  be  held  earlier 
in  order  that  the  new  boards  may  take 
office  at   the   beginning   of   the   year. 

The  right  of  a  municipality  to  aban- 
don expropriation  proceedings  which  It 
doee  not  desire  to  proceed  with  when  It 
Is  willing  to  pay  for  actual  damage  to 
the  owners; 

In  view  of  the  cumbrous  municipal 
act  now  la  force,  that  a  commission  he 
appointed  to  draft  a  new  act  In  which 
will  be  Incorporated  all  mattera  affect- 
lag  municipalities; 

Exemption  of  church  holdings  from 
taxation.  On  this  point  the  union,  at 
Its  last  meeting,  reversed  its  former 
position  snd  by  s  midnight  vote  of  11 
to  II  declared  for  exemption. 

Extension  of  the  term  of  office  of 
mayor  and  aldsrmen  from  one  to  two 
years: 

The  abolition  of  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment tax  en  moving  picture  coa- 
ceras  and  the  power  to  bo  given  the 
municipalities  to  tax; 

Power  to  make  rebates  in  taxes  upon 
tnnd*  within  the  municipal  limits  held 
as  agricultural  land,  area  If  subdivided: 

'u.ii  ooidiers  absent  on  active  service 
be  permitted  to  vote  by  their  wives  be- 
ing given  power  to  represent  them  aad 
that  all  soldiers  and  sailors  qualified  to 
vote  at  municipal  elections  may  do  so 
through  a  substitute  named  by  them. 
This  reeeeamendat  loa  comes  from  the 
Burnaby  Women's  Forum.

FRUIT-GROWERS  TO 
MEET  IN  CONVENTION 


Twenty-Seventh  Annual  Gath- 
ering Is  to  Be  Held  Here 
During  Second  "Week  in  Feb- 
ruary— Fine  Programme. 


The  programme  of  the  British  Colum- 
bia Fruit  Growers'  Association's 
twenty-seventh  annual  meeting  has 
Just  been .  issued.  The  meetings  are  to 
be  held  on  Feb.  II  and  14  in  the  con- 
vention hall  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. Ths  programme  shows  one 
feature  of  particular  interest  in  the  fact 
that  leading  representatives  of  the 
Prairie  farmers'  organisations  are  to  be 
present.

He  Is  expected  to  arrive  from 
Winnipeg  a  few  days  in  advance  of  the 
convention,  end  will  remain  over  for 
a  short  time  in  connection  with  the  or- 
ganisation of  the  British  Columbia 
Farmers'  Union.  Mr.  II.  W.  Wood, 
president  of  the  United  Farmers  of  Al- 
berta, who  is  also  a  very  prominent  man 
in  work  for  the  improvement  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  Prairie  farmer,  lias  also 
accepted  an  invitation. 

The  attendance  of  theae  Prairie  lead- 
ers is  evidence  of  the  "get-together" 
sentiment  which  has  been  developed  in 
the  past  year.  The  president  of  the 
B.  C.  Fruit  Growers'  Association,  Mr. 
Thos.  Abriel,  has  Just  returned  from 
Edmonton,  where  he  addressed  the  con- 
vention of  the  United  Farmers  of  Al- 
berta, while  Mr.  C.  E.  Barnes,  a  mem- 
ber of  tha  Fruit  Growers'  executive, 
represented  the  association  at  Jhe  Mani- 
toba Grain  Growers'  Convention,  held  In 
January  at  Brandon.

The  big  and  successful  advertising 
campaign  conducted  by  the  association 
last  year  will  he  reported  in  < |  tall  by 
the  markets  commissioners,  and  plans 
for  the  future  are  to  be  discussed  and 
decided  on.  The  normal  growth  of  the 
Industry  means  that  within  five  years 
the  fruit  production  of  British  Colum- 
bia will  be  more  than  doubled,  and  pos- 
sibly trebled.  The  normal  annual  In- 
crease in  production  la  greater  than  the 
total  commercial  shipments  of  s  few 
years  ago.  The  potential  value  of  the 
fruit  Industry  to  the  Province  and  to 
Western  Canada  elves  the  annual  ses- 
sions of  this  association  particular  In- 
terest and  importance.

"We  have  set  out  to  raise  the  money 
to  bring  the  Dominion  Film  Corpora- 
tion's producing  studios  to  this  city; 
ws  are  going  to  put  It  through.':  was 
the  announcement  given  out  last  night 
at  the  headquarters  of  the  business 
men's  committee  whleh  has  undertaken 
to  raise  by  subscription  St.See  with 
whleh  to  purchase  a  site  to  bo  offered 
the  industry  In  exchange  for  certain 
specified   development. 

"Mr.  Nelson  came  from  Vancouver  to- 
day to  get  the  answer  we  had  promised 
him  ae  to  whether  wo  could  raise  the 
money.  We  haven't  got  the  money  yet, 
but  we  have  the  determination,  and  we 
are  going  to  get  the  mousy  before  we 
quit.  We  are  going  to,  keep  at  It  until 
we  do.  Mr.  Nelson  Is  convinced  of  our 
determination,  and  we  believe  he  win 
be  encouraged  to  give  us  a  little  more 
time.  t 

"Our  committee  Is  not  a  very  large 
one  and  we  have  a  large  territory  to 
work.  In  some  respects  we  have  not 
met  with  the  encouragement  we  ex- 
pec  ted — perhaps  we  expected  too  much 
in  the  beginning  without  proper  organis- 
ation. Anyway,  we  have  the  organisa- 
tion now,  and  we  have  the  encourage- 
ment, too.  We  know  we  are  right  in 
wanting  the  Industry  here,  and  we  also 
know  that  this  city  will  agree  with  our 
course  fully  when  the  point  Is  reached 
where  we  can  look  back  on  It  all. 

"Incredible  as  It  may  seem,  the  un- 
dertaking has  entailed  a  lot  of  hard 
work  and  it  Is  moetly  devolving  on  a 
few  active  workers.  In  spits  of  all  the 
pubUolty  that  has  been  given  this  mat- 
ter In  both  the  papers  we  don't  believe 
the  citlxens  of  Victoria  really  under- 
stand what  the  establishment  of  a  mo- 
tion picture  producing  company  of  the 
proportions  outlined  by  the  Dominion 
Film  Corporation  will  eventually  mean 
to  the  eity.  Those  who  believe  in  a  go- 
ahead  spirit  for  a  city  and  have  won- 
dered how  advancement  might  be  ob- 
tained within  the  limits  of  a  reason- 
able outlay  are  the  ones  we  Would  like 
to  show  the  arguments  that  have  con- 
vinced this  committee  that  it  should 
get  out  and  dig  until  that  M.loS  Is  all 
in  the  hands  of  the  trustee,  Mr.  R.  W.

The  Church  Army 

We  have  heard  much  of  the  splendid 
activity  of  the  Boy  Scouts  ever  since  th* 
outbreak  of  the  war,  and  we  know  that 
the  lads  not  of  military  age  have  helped 
In  a  hundred  ways  those  who  have  been 
trying  to  heal,  to  comfort  and  to  assist 
The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 
will  never  be  forgotten  for  the  work  it 
has  done  among  the  soldiers  In  camp 
and  at  the  front.  It  has  won  the  affec- 
tion and  the  gratitude  of  thousands  of 
men  who  have  found  rest  and  refresh- 
ments and  opportunity  to  write  Jn  Its 
tsnts.  In  Canada,  at  least,  the  Tetters 
Y.M.C.A.  will  bavev  a  new  significance 
among  men  and  women  who  realise  that 
in  a  time  of  greatest  need  the  organiza- 
tion was  ready. 

There  are  fewer  who  know  that  the 
Church  Army  ha's  done  its  part  to  min- 
ister to  the  soldiers  who  are  enduring 
discomforts,  sometimes  as  hard  to  bear 
ss  th*  dangers  they  must  continually 
face  Lady  Dundonald,  the  wife  of  tbo 
great  soldier,  is  sn  ardent  and  effective 
supporter  of  the  Church  Army,  and  re- 
cently gave  S.  Beatrice  1'emberton  an 
account  of  the  work  these  peaceful  sol- 
diers were  accomplishing.  The  inter- 
view was  published  in  The  Lady's  Pic- 
torial recently. 

It  was  In  South  Africa  that  the 
Church  Army  learned  that  its  members 
could  be  useful  in  the  war  son*  as  well 
as  In  the  spiritual  fight  which  its  mem- 
bers are  pledged  to  carry  on.  Its  mem- 
bers found  out  there  how  they  could  be 
b*  of  use,  and  in  the  years  that  have 
elapsed  preparations  were  made  and 
funds  laid  by  to  enable  them  to  take 
their  places  when  the  present  ■  war 
•broke  out  Huts  have  been  put  up  close 
to  the  lines  in  the  many  places  where 
British  armies  are  fighting,  and  those 
who    have    charge    of    them    are    doing 


Array  does  Its  part,  establishing  rest 
huts  for  munition  workers  and  clubs 
for  soldiers'  wivea  A  few  of  the  men 
of  the  organisation  have  undertaken  a 
ssd  and  needful  task.  White  women  are 
not  allowed  to  go  to  France  to  be  near 
their  relatives  when  on  active  duty  or 
even  when  being  cared  for  in  the  hos- 
pitals when  there  is  hope  of  recovery,  a 
wife  or  mother,  sweetheart  or  sister 
may  come  to  give  support  and  consola- 
tion to  her  loved  one  in  the  last  hours 
of  life.  Members  of  the  Church  Army 
form  an  escort  when  necessary  on  such 
occasions,  and  the  help  they  give  pre- 
vents much  distress. 

Besides  giving  aid  to  the  Church 
Army,  Lady  Dundonald  has  a  hospital 
for  convalescents  at  Eaton  Square, 
where  everything  is  done  to  make  the 
men  as  happy  as  possible.  Although 
entirely  maintained  by  Lady  Dundonald, 
the  flag  of  St  John  of  Jerusalem  shows 
that  it  is  conducted  under  the  auspices 
of  the  order  which  has  supplied  so 
many  workers  to  the  nursing  ranks. 

The  Countess  of  Dundonald  was  Miss 
Hesketh  before  her  marriage.  Two  of 
her  sons,  Baron  Cochrane  snd  tb*  Hon. 
Hesketh  Cochrane,  are  officers  In  the 
army.  In  times  of  peace  the  family 
lives  at  Gwrych  Castle,  Abergele,  a  love- 
ly place  built  on  one  of  the  old  battle- 
grounds of  th*  "Men  of  Harlech."  Earl 
Dundonald  Is  known  throughout  ths 
Empire  ss  a  gallant  and  capablo  eol- 
dier.  It  was  Dundonald'n  Cavalry  that 
believed  Ledysmith,  and  before  that 
time  had  won  honors  in  Egypt,  In  the 
Soudan  and  elsewhere 


that   gives   th*  best  promise  of  an  en 
during  peace     We  are  told  that: 

"The  Countess  feels  that  we  all  un- 
derstand Just  how  our  splendid  soldiers 
must  welcome  these  huts  when  they  find 
them,  with  all  that  they  mean  In  rest, 
refreshment  and  comfort,  ,  In  close 
proximity  to  the  actual  fighting.  Some- 
times, too,  they  are  used  as  temporary 
dressing  stations.  Besidss  the  large 
number  in  France  and  Flanders,  many 
of  these  huts  ars  doing  their  cheery  re- 
creative work  in  Malta,  more  than  fifty 
In  Egypt  and  others  In  Salonlca,  Meso- 
potamia, British  East  Africa  and  India. 
Some  curious  places  have  been  turned 
to  this  comradely  use — the  vault  of  a 
prison  in  a  ruined  city  of  Flanders  hears 
the  merry  sounds  of  Tommy's  enjoy- 
ment ss  he  sits  over  a  game  with  his 
pals;'  and  there  is  a  barge-hut  which 
wends  Its  way  ss  a  kind  of  glad  sur- 
prise wherever  it  can  be  of  use  up  snd 
down  the  canals." 

The  Labor  Homes  which,  in  time  of 
peace,  served  as  a  rallying  place  for 
working  men.  have  been  turned  into  hos- 
tels and  temporary  residential  clubs  for 
soldiers  on  leave.  These  are  especially 
popular  with  the  men  from  overseas. 
In  th*  work  for  women,  too,  th*  Church 


Better  Cookery. 

A  Belgisn  lady,  writing  in  Ths  Man- 
chester Chronicle,  tells  English  house- 
wives that  their  methods  of  cookery 
are  wsstsful,  and  that  much  of  the 
food  Is  actually  unwholesome.  As  most 
Canadian  housewives  follow  the  meth- 
ods she  criticises,  It  will  do  us  all  good 
to  read  what  she  says,  especially  st  a 
time  when  food  is  dear  snd  the  neces- 
sity for  saving  urgent.  That  the  sub- 
Ject'of  cookery  is  now  occupying  atten- 
tion in  unexpected  quarters  ls«shown  by 
the  fact  that  the  writer  is  indebted  to 
a  gentleman  for  a  copy  of  the  article 
from  which  the  following  extract  Is 
taken: 

"To  us  Belgians  Great  Britain  appears 
very  much  like  "a  land  flowing  with 
milk  and  hOney,"  where  both  the  milk 
and  the  honey  are  given  to  th*  cattle, 
whilst  the  people  are  content  to  live 
on  hay. 

"This  may  seem  an  exaggeration.  But 
let  me  give  an  example  of  what  I  mean. 
Belgians  eat  a  great  deal  of  vegetables. 
Amongst   our   peasants  it  Is   the  greet

least  twice,  and  Is  th*  most  nutritious 
of  all  foods.  But  our  methods  of  pre- 
paring soups  are  quite  different  from 
that  employed  in  the  average  British 
kitchen. 

"I  have  seen  English  cooks  boll  cab- 
bages and  similar  vegetables  for  a  vary 
considerable  time  and  then  throw  away 
the  liquid  and  serve  the  vegetables 
alone,  which  is  very  much  like  the  way 
In  which  tea  was  first  served  in  this 
country  in  the  time  of  Queen  Elisabeth. 
When  tea  wss  first  brewed,  the  liquid 
was  thrown  out  and  the  leaves  served 
hot!  , 

"The  most  nourishing  portion  of  vege- 
tables resides  in  the  soluble  salts  which 
when  boiled,  dissolves  in  water,  and 
when  the  water  Is  thrown  away,  the 
most  nutritious  part  of  ths  vegetables 
Is  wasted. 

"It  would  be  far  better  to  drink  th* 
vegetable  liquid  and  throw  away  th* 
solid  matter  than  to  eat  th*  bolted 
vegetables  and  waste  the  water.  One 
reason  why  vsgetable  soups  are  so  nour- 
ishing when  properly  prepared  te  that 
these  salts  are  preserved. 

"The  best  way  to  cook  vegetables  Is 
to  either  steam  or  stew  them.  If  they 
are  boiled,  comparatively  little,  water 
should  be  used  and  should  be  served 
with  the  vegetables 

"Belgians — particularly  the  country 
people — eat  a  groat  quantity  of  milk 
cheese,  which  contains  similar  proper- 
ties to  the  famous  preparation.  Tag- 
nourt,'  recommended  by  th*  great  Dr. 
Mechnlkoff  for  Increasing  longevity,  as 
well  as  a  cure  for  indigestion. 

"Buttermilk  Is  also  an  Important 
beverage  on  th*  Continent,  and  isfussd 
ss  a  soup  for  sapper  in  many  workmen's 
homes.  I  am  convinced  that  the  crav- 
ing for  stimulants — alcoholic  drinks, 
tobacco,  as  well  as  for  sweets,  which 
is  so  very  pronounced  In  this  country — 
Is  due  In  a  very  great  measure  to  the 
leek  of  nourisbing  food,  and  the  Imper- 
fect digestion  from  wnkh  millions  of 
British  people  suTer  is  solely  through 
the  bed  cooking  and  't-nornnce  of  th* 
housewives  in  not  snowing  how  to  pro- 
rate food. 

"There  Is  plenty  of  good,  cheap  ma- 
terial for  proper  feeling  and  nourish- 
ing ov*ry  Inhabitant  of  tr-te  country. 
All  that  te  needed  te  tbe  requisite 
knowledge  and  Interest  on  the  part  of 
th*  British  wives  and  cooks. 

"Good,  wsU  prepared  food  te  tb*  foun- 
dation of  a  strong  and  healthy  nation, 
whilst  badly  prepared,  ill-cooked  food 
is  ths  oause  of  untold  evil  and  misery." 
Among  th*  consequences  of  badly  pre- 
pared food  are  bad  teeth  and  a  cravlng- 
for  alcohol,  as  well  as  anaemia  The 
use  of  sweetmeats  In  largo  quantities 
le  one  of  the  can***  of  teal  teeth  ami 
end  w*  are  toM  that:

Is  there  any  man  or  woman  In  Vic 
toria  who  would  like  to  fesl  that  un- 
kind snd  thoughtless  words  are  hurt- 
ing tb*  m*n  who  are  risking  their  liven 
or  yielding  them  up  white  we  live  In 
comfort  and  ease  at  homo?  That  this 
may  be  don*  Is  shown  by  a  letter  re- 
cently published  in  The  Vancouver  Pro- 
vince. 

We  are  all  too  apt  to  forget  that  what 
we  do'  and  say  and  perhaps  feel  at 
bom*  has  its  influence  on  the  men  who 
need  all  the  strength  of  mind  and  body 
It  1s  possible  for  them  to  exercise.  The 
letter  hss  no  more  merit  than  thousands 
of  others  that  have  been  published, 
but  It  does  show  in  a  vary  striking  light 
what  may  be  th*  effect  of  thoughtless 
criticism  at  home.  Speaking  of  the 
Petriotlo  Fund  the  soldier  says: 

"Of  aU  th*  unmerited  kicks  against 
th*  receipt  ef  support  from  these  fends 
by  the  soldiers*  wives  and  families, 
there  Is  none  more  unworthy  than  tbe 
claim  that  th*  combined  payments  of 
ths  Canadian  separation  allowance  and 
th*  patriotic  fund  disbursements  te 
more  than  th*  average  income  of  th* 
soldiers  in  pre-war  days.  Granted  that 
such  may  be  th*  case  In  a  few  In- 
stances, it  is  very  safe  to  assert  this 
Is  vastly  untrue  of  the  majority.  In 
justification  of  the  few  exceptions  let 
me  inform  those  unacquainted  either 
by  lack  of  Information  or  desire  to 
study  from  tbe  many  sources  of  news 
at  his  disposal,  that  no  civilian  em- 
ployer would  think  for  one  moment  of 
working  bis  employees  both  Jay  and 
night  for  days  at  a  stretch  under  con- 
ditions that  are  almost  unbearable  to 
the  most  lion-hearted  worker. 

"I  wish  It  were  possible  to  conduct 
a  tour  of  inspection  and  show  the  folks 
who  Imagine  they  sre  making  a  sac- 
rifice when  they  contribute  a  casual 
dime  to  at  "tag  day"  collection,  the  con- 
ditions under  which  their  comrades 
are  serving.  Here,  where  every  man. 
within  a  distance  of  about  ten  miles 
of  tbe  front  line  carries  his  life  In  his 
hands,  and  at  -night,  when  spent  by 
the  heavy  and  dangerous  tolls  of  the 
day,  Is  lulled  to  sleep  by  the  roar  of 
heavy  guns,  and  may  be"  woke  to  the 
sound  of  bursting  shells  too  close  to 
his  ground  floor  bed  to  permit  him 
any  sense  of  security,  surely  deserves 
a  decent  living  for  his  family. 

"To  those  who  are  dwelling  In  this 
dangerous  environment,  and  making 
daily  sacrifices,  the  smallness  of  this 
argument  strikes  wltb  discouraging  of- 
fset They  begin  to  wonder  If,  after 
all,  patriotism  with  a  great  number 
of  our  citlsens  Is  not  merely  a  figure  of 
speech. 

"It  has  been  told  me  by  fellow  com- 
rades, and  I  trust  that  It  may  be  with- 
out foundation,  that  some  members  of 
investigating  committees  have  even 
suggested  that  ths  soldiers'  wives  wbo 
are  fit  and  able  should  go  out  to 
work. 

"For  my  part  I  would  not  tolerate 
■uch  a  slat*  of  affairs  In  my  home 
while  I  possessed  a  cent  of  earning 
power.  If  this  Is  th*  reward  th*  boys 
are  to  recelv*  or  th*  sacrifices  they 
have  mad*,  and  or*  making  dally,  then 
I  most  certainly  confess  an  utter  lack 
of  confidence  In  those  who  shouted 
their  ssgprn  determination  to  support 
beflttlngly  the  families  left  behind  of 
those  who  volunteered  for  active  ser- 
vice. 

"Such  treatment  of  British  Columbia's 
fighting  man  Is  not  consistent  with  the 
spirit  of  magnanimity  associated  with 
the  west  In  this  regard  It  Is  pleasing 
to  note  that  some  of  the  eastern  pro- 
vinces here  placed  a  substantial  sum 
of  the  public  moneys  at  ths  disposal 
of  the  patriotic  fund. 

"In  conclusion  let  m*  state  that  If  It 
1s  a  question  of  monetary  value  placed 
on  services  rendered,  any  man  that 
doe*  duty  In  this  shell-ridden  arse, 
should  rerelve  nay  compatible  to  the 
'best  paid  officials  of  the  province. 
However,  such  e  spirit  never  wen  any 
war,  much  loss  this  on*,  and  the  sor- 
did question  of  dollars  end  cents  does 
not  enter  Into  the  heeds  of  our  boys, 
who  are  far  too  b-isy  fighting  the 
csuse  of  the  notion  '.0  give  it  any  other 
thought  that  In  so  far  as  It  concerns 
the  oar*  of  their  families  and  depend- 
ante  All  they  ask  te  that  the  Province 
wlU  live  up  te  Its  contract  do  the  right 
thing  by  ths  ones  they  have  left  be- 
hind, and  test,  but  not  least,  rob  any 
payments  of  anything  that  permeates 
of  charity."

Among  the  moat  mysterious  of  the 
characters  of  the  Greek  mythology  was 
Orpheus.  A  mythical  poet  some  author- 
ities call  him.  As  such  he  was  born  in 
Thrace,  th*  son  of  Ooagrus  and  th* 
muse  Calliope.  He  had  power  by  his 
music  to  movs  trees  and  shrubs,  to 
tame  wild  beasts,  and  even  to  molt  th* 
heart  of  Hades  or  Pluto.  He  could 
arrest  ths  rivers  in  thslr  courses,  and 
was  believed  to  have  Invented  poetry, 
wrlUng  and  th*  magical  arts,  especially 
astrology. 

It  te  certain  that  a  sect  called  by 
bis  nam*  had  much  Influence  in  Greece, 
and  that  its  doctrines  and  practices 
resembled  the  worship  of  th*  East  and 
of  Egypt  to  which  tend  be  was  said  to 
hav*  gone  and  there  met  Mewes. 

Orpheus  te  not  mentioned  byt  Homer, 
but  Inter  poets  hav*  told  of  his  adven- 
tures with  th*  Argonauts  snd  of  his 
having  saved  his  fellow  travelers  from 
destruction  many  times. 

On*  of  th*  oldest  and  most  beautiful 
of  th*  legends  tells  how  his  wife  Eury- 
dice.  being  stung  by  a  serpent,  died,  and 
was  taken  to  th*  abode  of  the  dead. 
In  great  grief  tbe  husband  at  test  re- 
solved to  follow  and  rescue  her.  With 
his  lyre  and  his  song  he  charmed  Cer- 
berus, the  monster  who  guarded  the 
gate,  and  even  moved  Persephone  snd 
Hades,  who  told  him  Eurydtc*  would 
follow  him  to  th*  upper  world,  but  that 
if  ho  turned  to  see  her  oh*  must  re- 
turn. At  th*  very  end  of  his  Journey 
Orpheus  disobeyed",  and  Eurydlce  was 
loot  to  him  forever.  In  his  grief,  we 
are  told,  Orpheus  conceived  a  hatred 
of  womankind,  end  In  revenge  the 
Maenads  tor*  htm  limb  from  limb.  His 
head  and  his  lyre  floated  to  Lesbos  or 
Mltyten*.  tb*  Isle  of  th*  poets.  The 
story  of  Orpheus  and  Eurydlce  Is  told 
In  Cox's  "Tales  of  Gods  and  Heroes."

The  occasion  wn 
British  open  championship  at  Prest- 
wick  in  1193.  Vardon  bad  for  hie  cad- 
die a  hunchback  about  twelve  years  of 
age.  Being  young  at  tho  time.  Vardon 
followed    his    Instructions    faithfully. 

"At  length,  however,"  observes  Var- 
don, "we  cams  to  a  situation  where  Z 
did  not  In  the  least  degree  fancy  hip 
scheme  for  advancement.  And,  ignor- 
ing' hie  counsel,  I  executed  the  stroke 
that  appealed  to  mo  From  that  mo- 
ment he  would  have  scarcely  anything;

To  eliminate  the  possibility  that  politics 
might  creep  into  tbe  provincial  civil  ser- 
vice, especially  into  tbe  forest  protection 
system,  the  high  standard  of  which  they 
urged  moot  strongly  should  bo  maintained 
the  deputation  of  lumbermen  who  welted 
upon  Premier  Breweter  at  the  Empress 
Hotel  on  Monday  evening  and  discussed 
mailers  pertaining  to  the  lumber  industry 
ot  the  province,  suggeeted  a  plaa  whereby 
the  service  would  be  taken  wholly  out  ot 
polltlca  They  suggeeted  that  a  commlo- 
slon  should  bo  appointed  composed  of  Ave 
members,  two  representative  of  the  Moun- 
tain lumber  Interests,  two  from  the  Coast 
lumbermen  and  the  Minister  of  Lands. 

While  tho  lumbermen  who  met  the  Pre- 
mier are  quite  prepared  to  believe  that  tbe 
letter's  assertion  that  bis  determination  to 
eliminate  the  practice  of  appointments  ot 
political  favorites  to  government  positions 
Is  earnestly  meant  and  will  be  lived  up  to 
they  are  aware  that  governments  are  not 
always  masters  of  tbs  situation  tn  ths  mat- 
ter of  appointments  and  they  feel  that 
such  a  commission  aa  proposed  would  meet 
the  situation  fully,  would  make  It  certain 
that  a  service  which  has  tbe  care  of  one 
of  tho  greatest  of  the  province's  resoureee, 
would  be  composed  of  men  of  technical 
training  in  positions  tn  which  suoh  train- 
ing is  an  absolute  necessity. 

Bver  since  the  former  Chief  Forester, 
Mr.  R.  11.  MacMlllan,  inaugurated  tbe 
forest  branch  of  the  Department  of  Landa 
It  has  been  the  aim  to  have  a  professional 
service,  that  la  a  service,  composed  of  men 
who  have  undergone  training  In  the  tech- 
nical side  of  the  business.  This  practice 
la  now  bslag  followed  everywhere  that  gov- 
ernments have  control  ot  forest  wealth. 
British  Columbia  took  the  lead  to  Canada 
In  that  respect  and  only  recently  Ontario, 
profiting  by  the  drastic  experience  It  has 
bad  In  the  tremendous  waste  of  timber 
wealth  In  northern  Ontario  through  disas- 
trous forest  fires,  has  adopted  the  most 
of  British  Columbia's  forest  protection 
methods.  The  fact,  too,  that  the  provin- 
cial branch  baa  been  co-operating  in  many 
material  waya  with  the  federal  authorities 
In  forest  protection  and  that  this  Joint 
work  has  done  great  good  In  reducing  tho 
timber  loss  from  Ares  to  a  minimum  Is  In- 
dicative of  the  necessity  that  In  the  fu- 
ture the  efficiency  of  the  service  should 
be  maintained  at  the  very  highest  point. 
The  present  Chief  Forester.  Mr.  M.  A. 
Grainger,  is  also  a  strong  advocate  of  a 
technically  trained  service  and  while,  since 
the  war  began,  the  service  has  loat  through 
enlistments  some  of  Its  bsst  field  men.  It 
Is  his  desire  to  keep  the  service  up  to  the 
previous  standard.

Mr.  Justice  Gait's  Investigation 
Into  Manitoba  Agricultural 
College  Case — Relations  of 
Contractors  and  Government 


WINNIPBO.  Jan.  90.— An  Interim 
report  njade  by  Mr.  Justice  Oalt  In  his 
capacity  as  a  commlnloner  Inveatlsat- 
Ina  tha  Manitoba  agricultural  college 
was  tabled  in  the  legislature  tonight. 
In  75  typewritten  pases,  the  commls- 
•loneer  reviews  tha  great  amount  Of 
evidence   taken  and   given   his   findings. 

Tha  commissioner  states  that  the 
original  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the 
buildings  was  »957.0»0.  whereas  he 
finds  that  the  actual  cost  as  completed 
was  IM7M0O, 

The  report  deals  at  length  with  tha 
tan  contracts  given  the  Carter-Halle- 
Aldlnger  Company,  Limited,  and  states 
that  this  company  refunded  in  all  to 
the  government   the  sum  of  $13.0«6.37. 

The  evidence  in  regard  to  tha  power 
house  contract  given  the  Carter-Halle 
company  is  reviewed  In  detail.  The 
company  tendered  on  this  building  at 
••0,22V.  on  July  II.  Mil,     and  a  con- 


tract  at    that  figure   was  dated   July  Z%, 
executed   by  the  company  and  returned 
to    the    Department   of     Public    Work* 
The   contractors,  says    the  report,    start- 
ed   work  on    this   bnlldlng  on   August  ». 
The  evidence  of   Mr.   Carter  Is     quoted 
to  the  effect  that  between  August  lath 
and  August  21th   the  contract  had  been 
raised  to  $«S.*29.  following  a  telephone 
conversation   between    Mr.    Carter      and 
Hon.    Robert    Rogers,    then      Provincial 
Minister  of  Public   Works.      It    U  stated 
that   the  snbsltuted  contract  at   MM2» 
was    received   by   Carter- Hal  la   on    Sep- 
tember 8,   1911.  and  that  on  September 
U  the  firm  received  a  contract  for  ex- 
tras amounting  to  #7.710.        ______ 

The  commissioner  states  in  his  re- 
port that  shortly  after  the  Dominion 
election  of  September  21,  1*11.  Hon. 
Robert  Rogers  became  a  member  of  the 
Dominion  Cabinet.  "But,"  continues 
the  commissioner,  the  laxity  which  had 
prevailed  under  his  regime  in  the  De- 
partment of  Pdbllc  Works  continued. 
For  tha  purpose  of  tha  election  the 
Carter-Halls  Company  had  contributed 
I7,«00  to  the  campaign  fund.  In  the 
succeeding  years  this  practice  waa  con- 
tinued. Every  government  contractor 
at  the  agricultural  college  seemed  to 
realise  that  it  was-  to  his  Interest  to 
contribute  to  the  campaign  fund  to  a 
much  greater  extent  than  he  had  done 
before.

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"The  background  in  history  f 
which  wo  can  moat  profitably  study 
tha  position  of  missions  In  China  to- 
day." waa  tha  subject  of  a  vary  Inter- 
esting and  Instructive  address  by  Or. 
H.  H.  Oowen.  lecturer  in  literature  at 
the  University  of  Washington,  before  a 
Urge  audience  at  Christ  Church  Cath- 
edral, on  Monday  evening.  A  review 
was  given  of  tha  big  religious  influ- 
ences In  China  from  the  earlteat  times 
dewn,  and  at  the  cloaa  the  lecturer  in- 
dicated the  lessons  which  could  be  de- 
duced by  the  modern  missionary  of  the 
causes  of  the  failure  of  the  various 
movements.  The  Bishop  of  Columbia 
was  in  the  chair,  and  with  him  on  the 
platform  was  the  Bishop  of  Kootenaor. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  address,  a 
very  hearty  vote  of  thanks  waa  given 
the  lecturer. 

Dr.  Oowen  pointed  out  in  opening 
his  addresa  that  they  must  remember 
that  China  was  a  very  populous  coun- 
try— anywhere  between  346,006.000  and 
600,000,000,  according  to  census  figures. 
It  waa  also  very  old.  its  dynastic  his- 
tory waa  fairly  ancient  at  the  time  of 
Abraham. 

China  had  been  a  very  religious 
country.  Possibly  no  country  had  ex- 
perimented more  extensively  with  dif- 
ferent forms  of  rejlgion.  Confucianism 
was  really  organisation  and  system- 
atizing by  Confuciua  of  what  he  found 
among  the  people,  and  was  based  simply 
on   reverence   for   old   traditions. 

Taulsm  had  come  In  after  Confucian- 
lrm.  Confuciua  wanted  everything  by 
rule  for  simplicity's  sake  Taulsm  waa 
In  advance  of  the  times,  asserting  the 
principle  that  the  fundamental  law 
which  ran  through  all  creation  would 
work  Itself  out  If  allowed.  This  sys- 
tem became  degraded.  Buddhism,  an- 
other greaJt  movement,  established  in 
tbr  sixth  century  before  Christ,  waa 
introduced  Into  China  about  67  A.  IX 
It  was  reasonably  certain  that  tha 
atory  of  Chrlatian  missions  may  have 
begun  with  the  Introduction  of  Budd- 
hism, for  a  good  deal  of  the  Buddhism 
in  the  East  is  the  Buddhism  that  has 
been  touched  with  the  Christian  teach- 
ings. 

The   JTestorlan 


The  lecturer  next  spoke  of  the  Nes- 
torlan  movement.  In  618,  the  first  Zo- 
roastrlans,  or  fire- worshippers,  arrived 
at  the  Chinese  capital.  Then  came  tha 
Mohammedans,  who  were  also  given 
permission  to  erect  their  temple  But 
Nestorlanlem  perhaps  took  the  firmest 
hold  for  a  time,  receiving  the  sanction 
of  the  Emperor.  Christianity,  in  tha 
form  of  Nestorlanlsm,  got  a  footing  in 
China,  and  In  781  there  waa  a  famous 
stone  placed  in  the  capital  of  China 
which  felicitated  the  Chrlatian  world 
on  the  way  Christianity  had  established 
Itself. 

But  Nestorlanlsm  died  because  it  waa 
monastic  and  withdraw  from  civil  life 
ao  many  of  the  people  that  it  opened  it- 
self to  official  persecution,  a  persecu- 
tion carried  out  In  perfect  good  faith. 
That  was  In  the  ninth  century.  In  tha 
twelfth  and  thirteenth  centuries  the 
missionaries  of  St.  Francis  d'Asslesl  ar- 
rived in  China. 

In  1344  there  came  another  of  tha 
revolutions  which  have  marked  the  his- 
tory of  China,  and  tha  Christian  move- 
ment was  again  halted.  A  Buddhist 
priest  hoisted  the  standard  of  revolt 
and  drove  out  tha  Mongols.  Marco 
Polo,  who  went  back  to  Europe  the  first 
time  in  order  to  take  back  more  Chris- 
tian missionaries,  did  not  carry  through 
his    intention. 

After  many  years  came  the  Jesuit 
movement.  Then  came  the  closing  off 
of  communication  between  East  and 
West  by  the  Turks,  and  the  subsequent 
search  by  English.  French,  and  Portu- 
guese navlgatora  for  a  water  route  to 
far  Cathay.  Saint  Francis  Zavier,  who 
knew  no  word  of  the  language,  reached 
Japan  among  the  earliest  of  the  Chris- 
tian missionaries  by  the  aea  route 
arcund  Africa.  His  work  In  Japan  had 
survived  through  260  years  up  to  the 
present  day.  Matteo  Rlccl,  tho  first 
Catholic  missionary  to  get  into  China 
by  the  same  way.  began  a  period  of 
Jesuit  missions  there 

Quarrels  Create  Discord 
The  Jesuit  movement  had  been  sup- 
pressed In  China  because,  to  a  great 
extent,  of  the  interference  of  the  other 
orders.  A  bitter  quarrel  arose  over  tha 
name  of  <3od.  The  Chinese  name, 
Shangtl,  meant  Supreme  Being.  This 
name  they  understood — and  It  waa  best. 
Tha  lecturer  expressed  the  opinion 
that  they  would  never  get  on  with 
Chinese  missions  until  they  realised 
that  the  very  principle  of  their  teach- 
ings was  the  Spirit  of  God.  They 
must  study  the  customs  of  tho  people 
to  whom  they  sent  missionaries,  and 
find  a  point  of  contact,  delivering  there- 
after a  message  which  could  be  under- 
stood by  the  hearer.  They  should  not 
destroy  anything  without  setting  up 
something  in  Its  stead.  It  waa  very 
unfortunate  that  those  missionaries 
tried  to  Invent  new  names  for  God. 
When  they  did  en  they  came  to  aa  un- 
timely   end. 

The  peat  hundred  years  had  taught 
people  a  good  deal  about  missions, 
v.here  to  interpret  aympathotlcally. 
where  to  remain  Inflexible,  where  to 
compromise.  Looking  forward  to  the 
Ufa  of  the  Christian  church,  tha  most 
hopeful  field  was  In  China,  whore  tha 
people  were  already  grounded  In  dis- 
cipline, stability  of  character,  readiness 
to  assume  tho  responsibilities  of  the 
Christian  Ufa.

Otter,  or  Um  U  N.  C.  V.  It  «wimU 
Miut  am  a  imim  for  eo«?our*slog  the 
younger  bore  wbo  have  not  nwh»4tta 
required  development  to  »nn>'»  theai  to 
Join  up  with  th«  regular  naval  unit*.  an 
opportunity  should  bo  provided  f*r  tbeir 
vbtalntng  »  training  which  would  fit 
them  men  tolly  and  physically  to  noot 
th«  standard  of  efficiency  roqulred  for 
sucti  aorvlco.

The  nau- 
tical school  1*  a  thing  which  is  part  and 
parcel  of  the  whole  scheme  for  securing 
and  training  men  for  the  navy  from 
their  youth  up.  Tho  system  prevails  In 
England,  and  now  that  the  United 
Slate*  is  having  a  largo  number  of  war 
.vessels  built  on  the  Paclflo  Coast  which 
will  require  a  large  number  of  man  to 
man,  a  greet  movement  was  recently 
launched  all  along  tho  coast  to  have 
nuutleel  sohoolo  established  hr  tho 
Government  for  just  such  a  purpose  as 
that  mentioned  above.

SEEK  WHEREABOUTS

Jan.  SS.— An  oarly  brwak 
lu  Nsw  Haven,  forcing  that  stock  down 
four  points,  to  33*.  its  lowaat  rooord, 
was  tli*  most  disconcerting  festure  In 
today's  market.  Tho  aelling  was  »<•- 
ccmpanlod  by  tliaturblng  reports  rocard- 
Ing  the  future  of  that  properly,  but 
tbeaa  wars  denied,  after  which  Now 
Haven  and  tho  balance  of  the  Hat  rondo 
substantial  recover!**..  At  midday 
prlcea    again    evened. 

Widespread  Interest  was  manifest  re- 
garding the  amount  of  the  extra  divi- 
dend on  New  Haven  for  the  final  quar- 
tet ot  last  year  nnd  the  concurrent  is- 
suance of  the  financial  statement  for 
that  period,  neither  ot  which  becamo 
known  until  some  time  after  the  mar- 
set's  close. 

Meanwhile,  United  States  Steel,  on  a 
turnover  of  40,300  shares,  or  about  ... 
per  oent  of  the  day's  total  operations, 
fluctuated  between  113*  nnd  111*, 
with  a  net  gain  of  %,  at  113.  Tb» 
extra  dividend  of  1%  per  cent,  makin*; 
a  total  of  8 \  per  cent  In  regular  and 
extra  dividends  for  the  past  year,  watt 
somewhat  under  expectations,  but  earn- 
ing for  the  quarter  of  almost  fl06,00u,- 
000  were  In  excess  ot  the  most  extra  v- 
ugant    eatimatea. 

Aside  from  the  diversion  created  by 
New  Haven  and  Steel,  the  market  wan 
devoid  of  special  features,  although 
low-prloed  rails  were  active,  mainly  at 
bivher  levels,  particularly  Southern 
Railway,  which  gained  3  points.

PKTHOORAD,  Jan.  27.  rU  London 
and  New  York,  Jan.  »S—  (By  Comte 
< la* ton  <U  Jderlndol). — Although  occu- 
pied with  the  heavy  labors  of  the 
premiership,  which  ha  recently  ns- 
■  tihied,  Prince  Nicholas  GollUltie  re- 
ceived ma  tbla  evening-  and  authorised 
<ne  to  ca,hle  the  following  views  on 
President  Wilson's  address  to  the  Son- 
ate. 

''In  speaking-  of  the  possibilities  of 
peace.  President  WiUon  places  himself 
In  many  viewpoint*  on  the  side  of  the 
Allies.  The  substance  of  bis  address 
was  that  peace  should  be  baaed  on 
international  Justice  and  the  actual 
rights  of  civilized  nations. 

"These  principles  the  Entente  has 
always  defended.  Germany  violated 
them.  President  Wilson  la  thus  in  ac- 
cord with  the  Entente  when  he  aaya 
POWer  should  emanate  from  the  entire 
nation,  and  what  he  says  apropos  of 
Poland  responds  Identically  to  the 
thought  which  our  august  sovereign 
expressed   in  his  last  manifesto. 

"But  the  phrase  with  which  the 
Entento  cannot  agree  Is  that  tha  future 
peace  ought  not  to  be  based  on  the 
viator*  of  one  of  the  belligerents.  Only 
a  Peace  baaed  on  the  victory  of  the  Al- 
lies would  bo  In  accord  with  the  prin- 
ciples ot  humanity  already  mentioned. 

"It  goes  without  aaylng  that  tha 
rights  of  thieves  are  not  the  ss.me  as 
tbdso  of  thalr  victims.  For  in  this 
War  the  Allies  are  victims.  Belgium 
nna  flerbla,  feeble  nations,  were 
traitorously  attacked.  Kussia,  France 
und  England  have  made  superhuman 
eaarlfloaa  to  defend  themselves. 

••Never  oould  the  Allies  consent  to 
make  *  pea**  other  than  that. baaed  on 
vlotory,  for  only  such  a  peace  would 
give  tha  people  the  ideal  happiness 
which.  In  noble  words.  President  Wil- 
son asks  for  humanity." 

•  For  Belgian  Children 
NEHJT  YORK,  Jan.  30.— Wore  than 
9660,000  has  been  pledged  to  the  com* 
mission  for  relief  in  Belgium  by  mem- 
bers Of  the  Rocky  Mountain  Club  of 
Now  York,  It  was  announced  today.  The 
money  "originally  was  subscribed  to- 
ward the  olub'a  new  Si, 000.000  home  in 
this  olty,  but  John  Mays  Hammond, 
president  of  the  club,  said  today  that 
the  niembers  had  decided  to  pdh'tpone 
the  erection  of  the  clubhouse  and  do- 
vote  their  eenergles  at  present  toward 
feeding  Belgian  children.  The  new  fund 
will  be  known  as  the  Rocky  Mountain 
Club  Hoover  Fund  for  Belgian  Relief. 
Herbert  C.  Hoover,  chairman  of  the  re- 
lief commission,  is  a  member  of  the 
club.  Those  in  charge  are  confident  that 
at  least  11,000,000  will  be  diverted  to 
the  purchase  of  food  for  the  Belgians.

was  to  be  prepared  to  place  their  services 
at  the  disposal  mt  the  government  under 
the  nationalised  plan  for  production  of  war 
munitions.  He  believed  that  If  oensortp- 
tlon  or  national  registration  were  carried, 
the  majority  of  the  workmen  would  sup- 
pert  it,  and  went  on  to  declare  that  he 
would  accept  the  decision  of  the  majority 
himself  in  that  ease.  Bo  cetild  see  no 
reason  for  workmen  to  fear  a  referendum 
on  the  subject  or  for  the  committee  to 
display  tlmMlty  In  adopting  his  report.

NBW  YORK,  Jan.  M.—Kvldenee  thot 
Kew  York  brokers  had  information 
earlier  than  13:48  p.m.  on  December  20 
that  the  JJtate  Department  was  going 
to  issue  a  statement  on  peace  was  ad- 
duced today  at  the  "leak"  Inquiry.  The 
President's-  peace  note  Waa  not  pub- 
lished until  the  following  day. 

The  evideace  was  j laced  before  the 
congressional  investigating  committee 
by  K.  l-\  ilutton,  a  New  York  broker.  In 
the  form  of  a  confidential  telegram  he 
had  received  over  the  pilvate  wires  of 
l-.ln  firm  from  his  correspondents  in 
Chicago,  Clement,  Curtis  *  Company. 

It  wao  doted  os  having  been  received 
In  New  York  at  13:48  p.m^  Eastern 
time)  December  20,  and  read  la  sub- 
stance: 

"Hear  State  Department  Is  going  to 
issue  a  statement  on  economic  situa- 
tion In  attempt  td  promote  peace.  What 
do  you  think  of  this  and  how  ore  you 
on  stocks?" 

Ilutton  then  produced  the  telegram 
he  sent  In  reply: 

"Our  Washington  wires  have  same 
information  a«  yours.  Others  have 
similar  information.     We  put  It  out." 

At  1:64  p.m.  the  same  day  George  A. 
Ellis,  a  member  of  the  Hutton  firm, 
sent  a  message  to  their  correspondents 
giving  them  details  about  the  Presi- 
dent's coming  message.  The  entire  text, 
the  message  said,  would  be  given  out 
that  night. 

Mr.  Bills,  Hutton  oald,  is  ill  In  Geor- 
gia. 

All  news  of  world  events  likely  to  af- 
fect the  market,  Mr.  Hutton  said,  com«\ 
to  his  flnh  through  Its  correspondents, 
ticker  service  and  newspapers.  Aekod 
particularly  If  he  had  any  other  means 
of  getting  Washington  news.  Hutton 
replied   negatively. 

The  Washington  wire  referred  to, 
Hutton  testified,  Waa  from  his  Wash- 
ington correspondents,  F.  A.  Connolly 
&  Company,  a  partner  in  which,  he  bad 
previously  testified,  was  H.  W.  Boiling, 
brother-in-law  of  the  President.  The 
original  of  this  Washington  message,  ho 
said,  was  missing,  but  Connolly,  whose 
name  was  signed  to  the  message,  was 
on  his  way  to  New  York  prepared  to 
testify  tomorrow  as  to  all  he  knew  of 
the  "leak"  situation. 

"Has  Mr.  Connolly  told  you  where  he 
got  his  information?"

OTTAWA,  Jan.  30.— Hon.  Robert 
Rogers  wao  shown  the  summary  of  the 
report  of  Commissioner  Gait's  interim 
report  on  the  Manitoba  Agricultural 
College.  He  read  it  with  evidence  of 
deep  amusement.     He  commented: 

"Evidently  Mr.  Commissioner  Oalt  Is 
still  smarting  under  my  plain  state- 
msnts  of  facts  concerning  the  illegal 
position  he  occupies  as  a  hireling  of  the 
Norrls  Government,  engaged  In  the  man- 
ufacture of  Grit  campaign  munitions. 
So  far  as  I  can  see,  either  the  summary 
or  the  report  dees  not  correctly  supply 
the  details  of  Commissioner  Gait's  in- 
terim report  to  his  employers  or  Com- 
missioner Gait  has  deliberately  and 
maliciously  misrepresented  the  evidence 
or  misstated  the  facta.  The  facts  are 
that  the  Carter  Company  had  tendered 
and  received  a  contract  for  the  Admin- 
istration building  of  the  Agricultural 
College  at  a  ooat  of  two  hundred  and 
some  odd  thousand  dollars,  and  were 
proceeding  with  the  work  When,  accord- 
ing to  Architect  Hooper,  they  were  sure 
to  bo  losers  to  the  extent  of  thirty  or 
forty  thousand  dollars. 

"Shortly  after  this  we  colled  for  ten- 
ders for  a  power  house.  The  Carter 
Company  tendered  for  the  same  at  sixty 
thousand  and  some  hundred  dollars, 
while  the  next  lowest  tenderer  put  in  a 
price  of  seventy-two  thousand  dollars. 
That  tender  represented  an  organisation 
that  was  entirely  speculative.  The  low- 
est fender  of  any  legitimate  Jlrm  of  con- 
tractors in  Winnipeg  was  seventy-flve 
thousand  dollars.  When  the  tenders 
were  opened  I  directed  my  deputy  to 
accept  the  lowest  tender.  Immediately 
after  this  the  provincial  architect  came 
to  me  to  register  his  objection  to  the 
letting  of  this  contract  to  the  Carter 
Company  at  sixty  thousand  dollars,  for 
the  reason  that  the  power  house  could 
not  he  built  for  this  amount  of  money. 
After  going  over  the  figures  of  all  the 
other  tenderers  that  had  come  in  he  had 
come  to  this  conclusion.  He  had  in. 
his  bond  O  statement  to  show  that  the 
lowest  possible  amount  at  which  the 
building  could  be  constructed  at  its  ac- 
tual cost  would  be  sixty-eight  thousand 
some  hundred  dollars,  or  eight  thousand 
dollars  more  than  the  Carter  Company's 
tender,  and  strongly  advised  that  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  Carter  was  losing 
so  much  money  on  the  other  contract  it 
Would  not  be  In  the  public  Interest  to 
allow  him  to  have  the  second  contract. 
I  called  Mr.  Carter  up  on  the  telephone 
to  tell  him  what  the  architect  had  to 
say.  and  his  reply  was  that  he  would 
go  up  and  see  the  archlteot,  which  he 
apparently  '  did.  I  know  I  never  had 
anything  more  to  do  with  the  matter. 
■ays  JTlles  Were  Btatllated 

"After  the  Norrls  Government  had 
spent  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
investigating  my  record  as  a  minister 
of  the  Crown  in  that  province  for 
twelve  years,  and  having  utterly  failed 
to  be  able  to  discover  any  wrongdoing, 
they  proceeded  with  this  change  in  the 
Carter  contract  to  attempt  to  establish 
a  case  by  means  of  mutilating  the  rec- 
ord by  removing  from  the  files  Architect 
Hooper's  original  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  the  power  house,  which  he  hod  esti- 
mated would  cost  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars.  In  addition  to  this  they  re- 
moved from  tha  files  his  estimated  actu- 
al cost,  after  having  examined  all  the 
tenders  that  had  been  received,  to  show 
that  it  was  Impossible  for  Carter  or 
anybody  else  to  build  this  power  house 
at  a  leas  sum  than  sixty-eight  thousand 
dollars.  The  evidence  before  Commis- 
sioner Oalt  goes  to  prove  this  beyond 
perad  venture. 

"As  to  the  contribution  made  by  Mr. 
Carter  to  the  Conservative. campaign 
during  the  Dominion  election  of  1911.
